Tk  /T  A  N  Y  and  Indubitable  are  the  inftances  cf 
iV A  £he  pofiibility  of  reftoring  to  life  perfons 
apparently  ftruck  with  fndden  death  ;  whether  the 
evil  proceeded  from  a  ftroke  of  apoplexy,  con- 
vulfive  fits,  fuffocation  by  noxious  vapours,  flran- 
gulation  by  the  cord,  or  drowning ;  although  the 
party  had  remained  fenfelefs,  and  without  any  the 
lead  figns  of  life,  for  a  confiderable  time  *.  Cafes 
of  this  nature  have  occafionally  prefented  themfelves 
in  every  country  •,  and  although  they  could  not 
fail  to  furprife  for  a  feafon,  yet  they  were  confidered 
and  neglefted  as  very  fingular  and  extraordinary 
phcenomena,  from  which  no  falutary  confequences 
could  be  drawn. 


*  The  memoirs  of  the  fociety,  inftituted  at  Jmjlerdatn> 
mention  feveral  cafes,  well  attelled,  where  the  patients  conti¬ 
nued  upwards  of  an  hour ,  without  any  figns  oflife,  after  they 
were  taken  out  of  the  water,  who  were  yet  reflored. 
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Thefe  repeated  inftances  at  length  attracted 
the  attention  of  fome  benevolent  Gentlemen  in 
Holland ;  where,  from  the  great  abundance  of 
canals  and  inland  feas,  the  inhabitants  are  particu¬ 
larly  expofed  to  accidents  by  water.  They  per¬ 
ceived  with  deep  regret,  that  numbers,  and  thofe 
principally  among  the  moil  laborious  and  de¬ 
serving  part  of  the  community,  were  annually 
drowned  :  and  it  was  juftly  conje&ured  that  fome  at 
lead:  might  have  been  faved,  had  they  not  been 
entirely  abandoned  as  dead,  or  very  fuperficially 
treated,  The  hints  that  were  difperfed  through 
various  publications,  concerning  the  method  of 
treating  perfons  in  this  critical  date,  were  carefully 
collected,  Thefe  were  made  public,  and  rewards 
were  propofed  to  thofe  who  fhould  put  them  into  exe¬ 
cution.  Thefe  humane  attempts  far  exceeded  their 
jnoft  fanguine  expectations.  They  became  inftru- 
tnental  in  the  reftoration  of  feveral,  who  mud 
otherwife  have  perifhed  inevitably.  This  furprifing 
fuccefs  engaged  the  general  notice,  and  was  fo 
vniverfally  countenanced,  that  they  were  at  length 
enabled  to  form  themfelves  into  a  refpeCtable  fo- 
ciety,  and  extend  their  plan  over  the  feven  provinces. 
And  it  muft  afford  real  pleafure  to  every  friend  of 
the  unfortunate  to  be  informed,  that  about  150 
perfons,  of  whom  the  lives  of  many  were  very  im¬ 
portant  to  their  families,  and  to  the  community, 
have  been  redeemed  from  death  in  the  fpace  of 
&  few  years. 

The  authentic  tedimonies  produced  of  their 
remarkable  fuccefs,  inftigated  other  countries  alfo 
tQ  imitate  their  example,  In  the  year  1768,  the 
magidrates  of  health  at  Milan  and  Venice  iffued 
orders  for  the  treatment  of  drowned  perfons. 
J\iq  city  of  Hamburgh  appointed  a  fimilar  ordinance 
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to  be  read  in  all  their  churches,  extending  their 
fuccour  not  only  to  the  drowned ,  but  to  the  ftrangled, 
to  thofe  fuffocated  by  noxious  vapours,  and  to  the 
frozen.  The  firft  part  of  the  Dutch  Memoirs  was 
prefented  to  the  Imperial  academy  at  Peterjburgh , 
and  was  tran (lated  into  the  Ruffian  language,  by 
command  of  the  Emprefs.  In  the  year  1769,  the 
Emprefs  of  Germany  publifhed  an  ediCt,  extending  its 
directions  and  encouragement  to  every  cafe  of  acci¬ 
dental  death  that  afforded  a  poffibility  of  relief.  In 
the  year  1771,  the  magiftrates  of  the  city  of  Paris 
founded  an  institution  alfo  in  favour  of  the  drowned . 
And  the  repeated  inflances  of  fuccefs  in  each  coun¬ 
try  have  abundantly  confirmed  the  truth  of  the  faCts 
related  in  the  Amfterdam  Memoirs. 

In  the  year  1773,  Dr.  Cogan  tranflated  thefe  Me¬ 
moirs,  in  order  to  inform  this  part  of  the  world  of 
the  practicability  of  recovering  perfons  apparently 
drowned  :*  And  Mr.  Plawes  having  alfo  exerted  his 
endeavours  to  excite  the  attention  of  the  public  to 
the  fame  fubjeCt,  thefe  gentlemen  united  and  pro- 
pofed  a  Plan  for  the  introduction  of  a  fimilar  infti- 
tution  into  thefe  kingdoms.  This  Plan  was  fo  well 
received,  and  met  with  fo  much  encouragement  from 
Several  gentlemen  of  influence,  that  they  were  foon 
enabled  to  form  a  Society  to  promote  its  laudable 
defigns.  It  is  as  follows  : 

THE  PLAN. 

I.  The  Society  has  undertaken  to  publifh,  in  as 
extenflve  a  manner  as  pofflble,  the  proper  methods  of 
treating  perfons  in  thofe  unfortunate  circnmflances.

in  favour  of  drowned  perfons,  publifhed  by  Mr.  G.  Robinfon > 
Pater*nofter*roTv.  Thefe  are  earneiily  recommended  to  the  pe- 
rufal  of  every  one.  They  contain  fuch  a  variety  of  cafes,  mi¬ 
nutely  related  and  well  authenticated,  as  would  render  it  un¬ 
pardonable  in  us  not  to  attempt  a  fimilar  Inflitution. 

II.  To- 
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II.  To  diftribute  a  premium  of  two  Guineas 
among  the  firft  perfons,  not  exceeding  four  in 
number,  who  will  attempt  to  recover  man,  woman, 
or  child,  taken  out  of  the  water  for  dead,  within 
the  cities  of  London  and  IVeflminfter^  or  the  parts  ad¬ 
jacent  ;  provided  they  have  not  been  longer  than  two 
hours  under  the  water ;  and  provided  the  Afliftants 
perfevere  in  the  ufe  of  the  means  recommended,  and 
no  others,  unlefs  under  the  direction  of  a  regular  prac¬ 
titioner,  for  the  fpace  of  two  hours  :  This  reward  to 
be  given  though  they  may  not  prove  fuccefsful. 

III.  To  didribute  in  like  manner  four  Guineas 
wherever  the  patient  has  been  redored  to  life. 

IV.  To  give  to  any  publican,  or  other  perfon, 
who  fhall  admit  the  body  into  his  houfe  without 
delay,  and  furnifli  the  neceffary  accommodations, 
the  fura  of  one  Guinea  \  and  alfo  to  fecure  them 
from  the  charge  of  burial,  in  unfuccefsful  cafes. 

V.  A  certain  number  of  medical  gentlemen,  fla- 
tioned  near  to  the  places  where  difaders  by  water 
are  mod  frequent,  have  engaged  to  give  their  aflift- 
ancc  gratis  *,  thefe  gentlemen  are  to  have  a  fumiga- 
tor,  and  other  neceflaries,  always  in  readinefs  *. 

They  flatter  themfelves,  that  by  thefe  regulations 
many  individuals,  in  and  about  this  metropolis, 
will  be  fecure  of  the  bed  and  mod  immediate  af- 
fldance  in  fuch  critical  cafes :  And,  where  it  Ihould 
not  prove  fuccefsful,  their  relations  will  always 
have  the  fatisfablion  of  reflecting,  that  the  lad  ef¬ 
forts  have  not  been  negledted. 

*  Should  the  Society  meet  with  due  encouragement,  it  is 
propofed  to  prefent  an  honorary  Medal  to  any  medical  gentle¬ 
man  or  other,  who  may  notchufeto  accept  of  a  pecuniary  reward, 
in  all  thofe  cafes  where  they  have  beeninftrumemal  of  fuccefs. 

The 
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The  Methods  of  Treatment. 

i.  In  removing  the  body  to  a  convenient  place* 
great  care  mud  be  taken  that  it  be  not  bruifed,  nor 
fhaken  violently,  nor  roughly  handled,  nor  carried 
over  any  one’s  fhoulders  with  the  head  hanging 
downwards,  nor  rolled  upon  the  ground,  or  over  a 
barrel,  nor  lifted  up  by  the  heels,  except  with  the 
greated  caution.  For  experience  proves,  that  all  thefe 
methods  may  be  injurious,  and  often  dedroy  the 
fmail  remains  of  life.  The  unfortunate  object  fhould 
be  cautioufiy  conveyed  by  two  or  moreperfons,  or 
in  a  carriage  upon  draw,  lying  as  on  a  bed  with  the 
head  a  little  raifed,  and  kept  in  as  natural  and  eafy  a 
politico  as  poffible. 

II.  The  body  being  well  dried  with  a  cloth, 
fhould  be  placed  in  a  moderate  degree  of  heat,  but 
not  too  near  a  large  fire.  The  windows  or  door 
of  the  room  fhould  be  left  open,  and  no  more  per- 
fons  be  admitted  into  it  than  thofe  whoareabfo- 
lutely  necefTary ;  as  the  life  of  the  patient  greatly 
depends  upon  their  having  the  benefit  of  a  pure  air. 
The  warmth  mod  promifmg  of  fuccefs  is  that  of  a 
bed  or  a  blanket,  properly  warmed.  Bottles  of  hot 
water  fhould  be  laid  at  the  bottoms  of  the  feet,  in. 
the  joints  of  the  knees,  and  under  the  arm-pits  •,  and 
a  warming-pan,  moderately  heated,  or  hot  bricks 
wrapped  in  cloths,  fhould  be  rubbed  over  the  body. 
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and  particularly  along  the  back.  The  natural  and 
kindly  warmth  of  a  healthy  perfon  lying  by  the  fide 
of  the  body,  has  been  found  in  many  cafes  very  ef¬ 
ficacious.  The  fhi rt  or  clothes  of  an  attendant,  or 
the  (kin  of  a  (keep  frefh  killed,  may  alfo  be  ufed 
with  advantage.  Should  thefe  accidents  happen  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  a  warm  bath*  brew-houfe, 
baker,  glafs-houfe,  faltern,  foap-boiler,  or  any  fa- 
brick  where  warm  lees,  afhes,  embers,  grains,  (and, 
water,  &c.  are  eafily  procured,  it  would  be  of  the 
utmoft  fervice  to  place  the  body  in  any  of  thefe, 
moderated  to  a  degree  of  heat,  but  very  little  exceed¬ 
ing  that  of  a  healthy  perfon. 

III.  The  fubjeft  being  placed  in  one  or  other  of 
thefe  advantageous  circumftances  as  fpeedily  as  pof- 
fible,  various  ftimulating  methods  (hould  next  be 
employed.  The  moil  efficacious  are, — to  blow  with 
force  into  the  lungs,  by  applying  the  mouth  to  that 
of  the  patient,  clofing  his  noftrils  with  one  hand, 
and  gently  expelling  the  air  again  by  prefling  the 
cheft  with  the  other,  imitating  the  ftrong  breath¬ 
ing  of  a  healthy  perfon.— The  medium  of  a  hand¬ 
kerchief  or  cloth  may  be  ufed  to  render  the  ope¬ 
ration  lefs  indelicate.— Whilft  one  afllftant  iscon- 
ftantly  employed  in  this  operation,  another  fhould 
throw  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  up  by  the  fundament 
into  the  bowels,  by  means  of  a  pipe  or  fumigator, 
fuch  as  are  ufed  in  adminiftering  tobacco  clyfters : 
a  pair  of  bellows  may  be  ufed  until  the  others  can 
be  procured.  A  third  attendant  (hould,  in  the  mean 
time,  rub  the  belly,  cheft,  back  and  arms,  with  a 
coarfe  cloth  or  flannel  dipped  in  brandy,  rum,  gin,  or 
with  dry  fait,  fo  as  not  to  rub  off  the  (kin  :  fpirits 
of  hartfhorn,  volatile  falts,  or  any  other  ftimulating 
fubftance,  muft  alfo  be  applied  to  the  noftrils,  and 
rubbed  upon  the  temples  very  frequently.  The 

body 
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body  fhould  at  Intervals  be  Ihaken  alfo,  and  varied  in 
its  pofition. 

IV.  If  there  be  any  Tigris  of  returning  life,  fuch 
as  fighing,  gafping,  twitching,  or  any  convulfive 
motions,  beating  of  the  heart,  the  return  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  colour  and  warmth  ;  opening  a  vein  in  the  arm 
or  neck  may  prove  beneficial,  but  the  quantity  of 
blood  taken  away  fkould  not  be  large  ;  nor  fhould 
an  artery  ever  be  opened,  as  profufe  bleeding  has 
appeared  prejudicial,  and  even  dedru&ive  to  the 
fmall  remains  of  life.  The  throat  fhauld  be  tickled 
with  a  feather,  in  order  to  excite  a  propen  ficy  to 
vomit  ;  and  the  noffrils  alfo  with  a  feather,  fnuff,  or 
any  other  if irnulant,  fo  as  to  provoke  fheezings.  A 
tea-fpoonful  of  warm  water  may  be  adminiftered 
now  and  then,  in  order  to  learn  whether  the  power 
of  fwallowing  be  returned  :  and  if  it  be,  a  table- 
fpoonful  of  warmed  wine,  or  brandy  and  water, 
may  be  given  with  advantage:  but  not  before;  as 
the  liquor  might  get  into  the  lungs  before  the  power 
of  fwallowing  returns.  The  other  methods  fhould 
be  continued  with  vigour,  until  the  patient  be  gra¬ 
dually  redo  red. 

We  have  been  as  rircumfhntial  as  poffible  in 
the  above  directions,  that  if  one  conveniency  fhould 
•be  wanting,  the  attendants  may  not  he  at  a  lofs 
for  others.  Where  the  patient  has  lain  but  a  fhort 
time  fen felefs,  blowing  into  the  lungs  or  bowels  has 
been,  in  forrie*  cafes,  found  Tufficient :  yet  a  fpeedy 
recovery  is  not  to  be  expedled  in  general.  On  the 
contrary,  the  above  methods  are  to  be  continued  with 
fpirit  for  two  hours ,  or  upwards,  although  there 
fhould  not  be  the  le^ft  fymptoms  of  returning  life. 
The  vulgar  notion  that  a  perfon  will  recover  in  a 
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few  minutes,  or  not  at  all  ;  and  the  ignorant,  foolilh 
ridiculing,  of  thole  who  are  willing  to  perfevere,  as 
If  they  were  attempting  impoflibilities,  has  mod 
certainly  caufed  the  death  of  many  who  might  other- 
wife  have  been  faved. 

.Mod  of  the  above  rules  are  happily  of  fuch  a  na¬ 
ture,  that  they  may  be  begun  immediately ,  and  that 
by  perfons  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  medical 
art  *,  yet  it  is  always  advifeable  to  feek  the  afTiftance 
of  fome  regular  practitioner  as  foon  as  poffible;  not 
only  as  bleeding  is  proper,  and  fometimes  necef- 
fary  ;  but  as  it  is  to  be  prefumed  that  fuch  a  one 
will  be  more  fkilful  and  expert,  and  better  able  to 
vary  the  methods  of  procedure  as  circumftances  may 
require. 

The  Society  think  it  proper  ro  obferve,  that  thefe 
means  of  reltoration  are  applicable  to  various  other 
cafes  of  apparent  deaths  •,  fuch  as  hanging,  fuffo^ 
cation  by  damps  and  noxious  vapours,  whether  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  coal-mines,  the  confined  air  of  wells, 
citterns,  caves,  or  the  Mutt  of  fermenting  liquors*, 
to  thole  feized  with  apopleCtic  and  convuifive  fits, 
and  alfo  to  the  frozen.  And  they  hope  that  fome 
perfons  of  influence  in  the  parts  where  fuch  acci¬ 
dents  moftly  happen,  will  form  a  fimilar  inftitution 
for  the  recovery  of  the  unhappy  victims.

INSTITUTED  IN  FAVOUR  OF 

DROWNED  PERSONS,  &c. 

IT  gives  us  unfpeakable  pleafure,  that  we  are  now- 
able  to  unite  our  evidence  with  that  of  other  na¬ 
tions,  in  confirmation  of  a  fa<S  equally  intereftingas 
it  is  curious  and  furprifmg,  viz.  that  perfons  may* 
either  by  immerfion  in  water,  or  by  other  fpecies 
of  ftrangulation,  have  every  faculty  totally  fuf- 
pended,  fo  that  they  fhall,  to  all  appearance,  bd 
dead  for  a  confiderable  length  of  time,  and  yet  it 
may  be  in  the  power  of  art  to  recover  them. 

The  Cafes  we  fhall  lay  before  the  public,  demon- 
flrative  of  this  truth,  have  either  been  communi¬ 
cated  by  gentlemen  whofe  veracity  is  unqueftiort- 
able,  and  who  could  readily  produce  a  fufficieni 
number  of  vouchers,  were  any  one  to  difcredit  thek 
evidence*,  or  they  have  fallen  under  our  own  im¬ 
mediate  infpefiion. 

As  to  ourfelves,  vve  can  have  no  motive  to  in¬ 
duce  us  to  be  abfurdly  credulous  on  the  one  hand,' 
or  on  the  ocher,  attempt  to  impofe  falfhoods  on  the 
public.  The  furprifmg  fadfs  recorded  by  our  neigh- 
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.  hours,  the  Dutch  and  French,  induced  us  to  make 
the  like  experiments.  Had  we  not  fucceeded,  we 
fhould  have  made  our  report  to  the  world  ^  and, 
retting  fatisfied  with  the  goodnefs  of  our  intention,, 
we  fhould  have  left  others  to  draw  what  confequen- 
ces  they  pleafed.  But  w*  have  fucceeded\  and  we  con¬ 
gratulate  our  countrymen  upon  having  demonfbrated 
a  fadt,  which  we  hope  will,  in  procefs  of  time, 
wipe* tears  from  the  eyes  of  thoufands:  we  con¬ 
gratulate  ourfelves  in  being  the  inttruments  of  fo 
much  happinefs.  Thefe  were  our  motives  j  thef® 
are  our  rewards *,  and  we  defire  no  other. 

Since  thefe  are  the  fecret  fp rings  of  our  condudf, 
we  lie  under  no  temptation  to  adl  dittngenuoufly. 
We  are  folicitous,  equally  with  others,,  to  weigh  the 
validity  of  our  undertaking,  andr  afcertain  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  ufefulnefs  to  our  fellow-creatures  likely 
to  accrue  from  it  •,  and  therefore  we  hefitate  not  to 
declare,  that  we  have  paid  our  proffered  rewards, 
in  no  kfs  than  25  unfuccelsful  attempts,  while 
the  inttances  of  recovery,- in  confequence  of  our  in- 
ftitution,  are  only  /even  in  number.  But  fo  valuable 
is  life,  not  only  to  the  individual,  but  to  his  various 
connections,  that  were  the  cafes  of  fuccels  never  to 
bear  a  greater  proportion,  we  fhould  have  no  reafon 
to  repent  of  our  undertaking. 

Yet  were  it  conttftent  with  the  propofed  brevity 
of  this  publication,  to  give  the  unfuccelsful  cafes  alfo 
at  large,  feveral  inttances  would  fufncientlv  indicate, 
that  the  caufe  of  their  failure  was  owing  to  adven¬ 
titious  cifcumftance.%  which,  without  affedting  our 
leading  principle,  rendered  it  morally  impofiible  to 
recover  the  unfortunate  objedis. 

Several  of  the  number  had  lain  in  the  water  from  ant- 
hour  and  half  to  two  hours,  before  they  were  taken 
wp:  and’ although  we  have  engaged,  that  we  might 
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err  on  the  fide  of  fafety,  to  give  our  premiums  ter 
thofe  who  fhall  attempt  the  recovery  of  perfons  in 
this  fete,  yet  we  are  not  fo  fanguine^as  to  expect 
that  one  in  fifty  could  be  redored  under  fuch  difad* 
vantages.  Others,  after  being  taken  out,  were 
negleCted  for  a  confiderable  length  of  time,  through 
the  ignorance  of  the  attendants.- — In  another  in¬ 
fence,  the  perfon  fell  into  the  water  as  he  was 
fighting.  In  this  cafe,  the  body  mud  have  been 
heated  to  a  great  degree,  and  the  lungs  furcharged 
with  blood ;  and  his  redoration  would  mod  proba¬ 
bly  have  been  impracticable,  had  the  proper  means 
been  in  dandy  applied. 

In  fome  other  cafes,  although  we  were  not  fa 
happy  as  to  fucceed,  yet  we  were  for  fome  time 
flattered  with  ltich  figns  of  returning  life,  as  de- 
mondrated  that  the  vital  fpark  had  not  been  totally 
extinguifhed,  though  it  was  not  in  our  power  to 
revive  it. 

A  due  confideration  of  thefe  circumdances 
fo  far  from  difeou  raging,  animates  our  hopes, 
that,  in  the  ufual  courfe  of  accidents,  we  fhall  pro- 
portionably  equal  other  countries  in  the  number  of 
©bjeCts  fnatched  from  immediate  death. 

Candour  will  affo  make  allowance  for  our  prefen t 
inexperience  in  attempts  of  this  nature.  No  rules 
can  be  laid  down  that  fhall  be  equally  applicable  in 
every  cafe ;  and  our  own  obfervations  in  a  few  in- 
dances  will  better  inftruCt  us  in  the  modes  of  proce¬ 
dure,  than  the  mod  minute  and  circumdantial  di¬ 
rections  that  can  be  poffibly  given.  It  is  butjud 
that  we  affure  the  public,  however,  that  in  all  the 
accidents,  where  the  Medical  Gentlemen  have  been 
called  in,  they  have  difeovered  fo  much  attention 
and  zeal,  as  well  as  fkill  and  expertnefs  in  their  me¬ 
thods  of  treatment*  that  we  have  every  reafon  to 
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expect  confiderable  fuccefs  from  the  continuance  of 
their  generous  afiiftance.  It  is  with  pleafure  we  find 
alfo,  that  publicans  and  others  readily  admit  bo¬ 
dies  into  their  houfes,  without  being  fuch  Haves  to 
vulgar  prejudices  as  we  might  naturally  have  appre¬ 
hended  ;  and  that  the  lower  clafs  of  people  begin 
to  be  very  afliduous  in  their  endeavours  to  afiift  ob- 
jedts  in  that  perilous  ftate.  The  fourth  cafe  we  have 
defcribed  is  a  pleafing  fpecimen  and  earned  of  the 
good  effedts  of  our  rewards,  in  faving  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  from  an  immediate  danger  of  drowning  *,  which 
is  full  as  fatisfadtory,  refpedting  the  good  produced, 
as  recovering  them  after  they  were  to  appearance 
dead :  and  the  Ninth  Cafe  evinces  with  what 
fuccefs  ftimulating  methods  may  be  employed  in 
Other  accidents  befides  thofe  of  drowning. 


In  giving  the  hiftory  of  Cafes,  the  order  which 
naturally  prefents  itfelf  is,  firft  to  relate  the  inftances 
of  fuccefs  which  fall  under  our  immediate  cogni- 
zance,  and  afterwards  thofe  which  have  been  com¬ 
municated  to  us  by  our  correfpondents.

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CASE  I. 


1 2,rf^HOMAS,  the  fon  of  John  Jofeph,  a 
1774-  A  child  aged  about  14  months,  dwel¬ 
ling  by  the  Iron  Fcundery  near  the  Falcon  Siairsy 
wandering  from  its  mother  and  other  women  who 
were  drinking  tea  together  in  a  chandler’s  fliop, 
got  into  a  back  kitchen,  and  fell  through  a  trap, 
the  door  of  which  was  carelefsly  left  open,  into  an 
aquedu£l  communicating  with  the  River  'Thames . 
The  women  heard  it  fall,  and  ran  to  the  place,  but 
could  net  perceive  the  child.  Their  fereams  brought 
a  fhoemaker,  who  lived  in  an  adjacent  houfe,  to  the 
place,  but  he  was  fearful  of  jumping  in,  left  he  Should 
Fall  upon  the  child.  Thomas  Vincent ,  a  waterman, 
who  was  amongft  the  crowd  brought  together  by 
the  cries  of  the  diftrefled  mother,  being  informed 
of  the  event,  ran  round  by  feveral  houfes,  and 
climbing  over  the  walls  of  the  aquedudf,  waded 
up  to  the  place  to  the  height  of  his  cheft  in  the 
water,  proceeding  cautioufly,  and  feeling  for  the 
infant  with  his  feet  as  he  advanced;  for  he  imagined 
the  returning  tide  might  have  carried  it  to  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  place  :  nor  was  he  altogether  de¬ 
ceived  ;  as  he  felt  the  child  about  ten  feet  from 
the  opening.  He  took  it  up,  and  gave  it  to  the 
women  through  the  hole  through  which  it  had 
fallen.  From  feven  to  ten  minutes  muft  have 
elapfed  from  the  falling-in  of  the  child  to  the  time 
it  was  taken  out.  The  women  upon  the  ftrifteffc 
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examination  affirmed,  that  the  child  was  to  all  ap¬ 
pearance  dead  j  its  eyes  were  fixed,  it  lay  breath- 
lefs,  and  void  either  of  motion  or  pulfe.  They 
fhook,  and  beat  it  on  its  back  for  fome  little  time, 
and  then  laying  it  upon  a  counter  in  the  fhop, 
rubbed  its  belly  and  cheft  with  dry  fait  ;  the  fric¬ 
tion  was  fcarcely  continued  three  minutes  before 
the  child  began  to  gafb,  and  give  other  figns  of 
returning  life,  which  encreafed  till  they  were  ena¬ 
bled  to  pour  fome  fait  and  water  down  its  throat. 
This  excited  a  vomiting,  by  which  the  child  threw 
up  a  confiderable  quantity  of  water  and  mud  from  its 
ftomach,  and  in  a  few  minutes  more  it  was  reftored 
to  the  joyful  arms  of  its  mother.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
evening  it  had  two  or  three  cormrlfive  fits,  but  thefe 
were  of  Aloft  duration,  and  returned  no  more.  The 
perfon  who  had  taken  the  child  out  of  the  water 
ran  for  Mr.  Boy/e ,  one  of  the  Medical  A  Aidants 
to  this  Society:  he  not  being  at  home,  his  journey* 
man  went  to  the  houfe,  but  he  found  the  child 
pretty  well  recovered.  The  waterman  had  the  re* 
ward  prornifed  by  the  fociety. 

CASE  It 

ON  the  i  uh  of  sduguft ,  1774,  in  the  afternoon, 
about  the  time  of  high  water,  ‘as  Dederu ,  the  fern 
of  Dederic  Woolbert ,  a  lad  about  thirteen  years 
.of  age,  was  (landing  on  a  wharf  near  Wapping  New 
Stairs*  and  calling  a  net,  he  accidentally  fell  into 
the  river,  in  a  depth  of  between  1 2  and  14  feet. 
Some  perfons  who  faw  him  fall  threw  a  rope  into 
the  water  :  the  boy,  as  he  afterwards  informed  us, 
perceived  the  rope,  and  catched  at  it,  but  miffing 
his  aim  he  funk,  and  became  immediately  fenfelefs. 

A  vca* 
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A  waterman,  who  alfo  faw  him  fall,  got  a  bo ii 
hook,  and  drew  him  up  with  fome  difficulty. 
He  had  been  under  water  about  ten  minutes  3 
when  taken  out  he  was  to  appearance  void  of  life  5 
his  face  Was  fwoln  and  livid,  there  was  neither 
pulfe  nor  refpiration,  and  his  limbs  were  cold  and 
fluffs  one  leg  was  confiderabiy  contracted.  He  was 
conveyed  to  a  public  houfe  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  Mr.  Hodgfon ,  lurgeon  and  apothecary  in  Wap- 
png ,  was  immediately  fent  for,  who  ordered  the  wet 
clothes  to  be  taken  off  as  foon  as  poffible,  his 
body  to  be  rubbed  dry  with  flannels,  and  then  put 
between  two  blankets.  Four  men  rubbed  him  well 
with  fait ;  bottles  of  warm  water  were  applied  to 
his  arm-pits,  to  the  foies  of  his  feet,  &c.  In  about 
25  minutes  a  little  warmth  was  perceptible  ^  feme 
wine  and  water  warm  was  then  given  him  ;  he  fwal- 
lowed  about  half  a  fmall  glafsful,  which  excited  a 
cough ;  a  vein  was  opened,  and  more  of  the  wine 
and  water  was  given,  which  he  drank  without  any 
difficulty.  By  the  above  method  he  was,  in  the 
fpace  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  very  well  recovered.— 
The  lad  appeared  before  the  Society,  He  faid  he 
had  been  troubled  with  a  difficulty  of  breathing  two 
or  three  days  after  his  recovery  *,  and  his  eyes  were 
{till  fo  much  inflamed,  that  what  is  termed  the  white 
of  the  eyes  appeared  of  a  uniform  red  ;  which  was 
a  fufficient  evidence  of  the  extreme  danger  from 
which  he  had  been  delivered.  The  prefence  of  3 
promifing  youth,  as  it  were  rifen  from  the  dead,' 
and  the  gratitude  he  expreflfed  to  the  inftruments  of 
his  prefervation,  diffufed  a  pleafure  over  the  whole 
company,  which  it  is  eafier  for  a  benevolent  hears 
to  conceive,  than  for  any  words  to  exprefs. 

His  account  corrcfponded  with  the  general  decla¬ 
ration  of  perfons  in  his  fltuation,  viz.  that  he  re- 
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mained  entirely  fenfelefs,  from  the  time  of  his  firi 
finking,  to  the  time  of  his  recovering  at  the  inn. 

John  Minfhan ,  George  Hughes ,  Francis  Amos ,  and 
John  Coates,  were  the  perfons  affi fling,  and  who 
ihared  among  them  the  four  guineas  promifed  by 
the  Society.

CASE  Hi. 

The  following  extraordinary  Cafe,  communicated  to 
us  by  Mr.  Thomas ,  Surgeon,  at  Greenwich ,  one 
of  the  Medical  Affifhnts,  is  a  demonftration  of 
the  efficacy  of  fimilar  methods  of  treatment  ap>- 
plied  to  the  unfortunate  perfons  who  hang  them- 
felves,  and  indicates  the  extenfive  utility  of  thefe 
inflitutions.  We  ffiall  relate  it  in  Mr.  Thomas's 
own  words. 

“ON  the  14th  of  June,  1774,  Jane  "Donnelly* 
wife  of  one  of  the  penfioners  in  the  Royal  Hofpital 
at  Greenwich,  being  in  a  phrenzy,  took  the  defpe- 
rate  refolution  of  hanging  herfelf.  She  lived  in  a 
houfe  with  feveral  inmates*,  and  about  five  o9clock 
in  the  afternoon  was  heard  to  drive  a  nail.  In  a  few 
minutes  after,  a  little  dog  that  was  ffi  the  room  be¬ 
gan  to  howl  in  a  very  uncommon  manner.  At  firfh 
the  people  paid  no  attention  to  the  dog*,  but  finding 
the  poor  animal  become  more  outrageous,  and  feem- 
ingly  in  great  diftrefs,  one  of  them  was  induced  to 
open  the  door,  when  ffie  difcovered  the  woman 
hanging  in  the  middle  of  the  room.  She  imme¬ 
diately  alarmed  the  neighbours,  who  came  to  her 
affi (ta nee,  and  cut  her  down.  They  believe  that* 
from  the  time  the  dog  began  to  howl,  to  the  time 
ihe  was  cut  down,  was  full  25  or  30  minutes.  She 
appeared  to  the  people  about  her  to  be  quite  dead, 
as  fine  did  not  breathe  nor  move  *,  however  they 
nibbed  her  temples  with  fpirits  of  hartffiorn,  and 
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poured  water  into  her  mouth.  Full  half  an  hour 
was  fpent  in  finding  the  hufband,  who  came  for  me, 
I  found  her  entirely  motionlefs,  her  face  fomewhat 
fwoln  and  and  livid,  her  jaws  fallen,  and  every 
other  appearance  of  death ;  but  having  a  general 
warmth,  I  was  induced  to  attempt  her  recovery. 
After  laying  her  in  a  proper  fituation,  I  directed  the 
women  to  rub  her  extremities  with  common  fait ;  the 
hufband  was  employed  in  rubbing  her  temples  with 
hartfhorn,  every  now  and  then  applying  it  to  her 
nofirils;  at  the  fame  time  I  opened  a  vein  in  her 
arm,  from  which  the  blood  only  dropt  (lowly. 
When  the  friciion  had  been  continued  about  fifteen 
minutes,  I  perceived  a  fmall  pulfe ;  this  adored  me 
that  the  ufe  of  the  fumigator,  or  bronchotomy  would 
•not  be  wanting,  which  it  was  my  intention  to  have 
tried.  The  fridlion  was  continued  with  affiduiry  for 
half  an  hour,  when  I  found  her  pulfe  increafe;  the 
blood  flowed  freer.;  (he  began  to  breathe,  and  move 
her  head  ;  and  foon  after  (creamed  mod  violently. 
She  then  fwallo’wed  a  few  drops  of  fpirk  of  hand 
horn  and  water  without  much  difficulty :  her  fenfes  in 
dome  degree  returned;  fhe  called  for  water,  and  com¬ 
plained  of  her  legs  being  hurt  :  her  extremities  be« 
ing  by  this  time  very  much  inflamed,  and  fhe  being 
thought  out  of  danger,  the  fridlion  was  difeontinued. 
I  then  left  directions  with  the  people  about  her  how 
(lie  was  to  be  managed;  and.cn  the  next  morning 
found  her  free  of  all  complaints,  except  a  pain  in 
her  head  and  forenefs  of  the  throat.  I  have  feen 
her  frequently  fince  in  perfect  health.

CASE  IV. 

ON  T 'hurflay  afternoon,  Auguft  i  S,  .17  yi, 
Jehie  Harru'gton^  a  boy  14  years  old,  fen  to  Mary 
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Harrington ,  near  the  Blue  Pofts  at  Poplar ,  went  into 
the  ' Thames ,  near  the  Horfe-ferry  at  Limehoufe ,  to 
bathe.  The  tide  making  down,  and  the  river  iud? 
denly  deepening  at  that  place,  he  foon  got  out  of 
his  depth,  and  was  in  the  greateft  danger  of  being 
drowned  :  he  was  a  confiderabk  time  in  the  water, 
-  {haggling  and  driving  down  with  the  tide,  until 
being  quite  fpent,  infenfible,  and  finking,  he  was 
fortunately  taken  into  a  boat  by  lfaac  and  Corne¬ 
lius  EJiridge.  He  was  adually  below  the  furface  of 
the  water,  and  they  could  juft  reach  to  catch  hold 
of  fome  part  of  the  body,  and  in  all  probability  he 
would  have  been  total ]y  soft  in  two  minutes  more, 
as  it  was  in  the  middle  of  the  river.  He  was  with¬ 
out  fenfe,  or  any  perceptible  refpiration,  when  taken 
up.  They  brought  him  on  fhore,  and  began 
to  fhake  him  pretty  fmartly,  with  his  head  rather 
downwards,  as  they  fuppoled  he  had  taken  in 
a  confiderable  quantity  of  water  :  however,  by  this 
agitation  he  came  to  his  fenfes;  he  was  taken  into  the 
9 bree  Crowns  at  the  Perry ,  and  put  to  bed  between 
blankets.  In  this  fituation  I  found  him  when  I  fir  ft 
came,  (fays  Mr.  Patten ,  of  Radcliffe-crofs ,  the  Me¬ 
dical  A  Aidant  who  fuperintended  the  cure).  As 
he  was  then  fenfible,  and  the  pulfation  at  the  wrift 
plainly  to  be  diftinguifhed,  I  directed  him  to  be  well 
rubbed  with  a  piece  of  hot  flannel,  and  fome  warm 
brandy  and  water  to  be  given  him.  After  which  he 
lay  two  hours,  and  went  home  perfectly  well. — 
Mr.  Patten  alio  obferves,  that  the  encouragement 
and  rewards  which  the  Society  give  to  people  aflift- 
ing  in  fuch  cafes,  will  be  the  means  not  only  of  re¬ 
covering  many  thought  to  be  dead,  but  will  make 
people  more  diligent  in  giving  their  affiftance,  before 
they  are  fo  far  gone  as  to  render  the  recovery  doubt- 
|m1— an  inftance  of  wliich  was  to  be  feen  in  the  be¬ 
fore 


fore  recited  cafe.  A  waterman  in  particular,  upon 
the  firft  cry  of  the  boy’s  danger,  jumped  from  off 
the  gunwale  of  a  (hip  into  his  boat,  at  the  hazard  of 
breaking  his  limbs,  with  the  view  of  being  fftft  to 
get  him  out  of  the  water  ;  but  it  happened  others 
were  nearer,  and  took  him  up  .  Again  the  people 
at  the  houfe  made  no  fcruple  of  receiving  him, 
and  immediately  putting  him  to  bed.  The  parties 
a. fli ding  were  properly  rewarded. 

CASE  V. 

A  paragraph  appearing  in  the  public  papers  relative 
to  the  reiteration  of  Capt.  Scotty  who  had  fallen 
into  the  River  Thames ,  near  Limehoufe ,  feveral 
Gentlemen,  Directors  in  the  Society*  took  the 
trouble  of  going  down  to  that  place,  in  order  to 
learn  the  particulars  of  the  event  from  the  perfons 
laid  to  be  immediately  concerned  in  his  recovery  ; 
•viz.  'William  Edges  and  his  apprentice,  who  took 
the  body  cut  of  the  water;  Thomas  Edlefton ,  the 
publican,  who  admitted  it  into  his  houfe;  and 
Mr.  Paul  Nedham ,  journeyman  to  Mr.  Hales , 
furgeon  and  apothecary  at  Limehoufe ,  who  fuper- 
intended  the  cure.  Thefe,  conjointly  and  fepa- 
rately,  confirmed  to  us  the  following  account. 
ON  September  5th,  1774,  about  five  o’clock 
in  the  morning,  as  Capt.  Scott ,  of  the  Favourite , 
juft  arrived  from  Leghorn ,  was  palling  in  a  boat 
from  his  Chip  to  land,  the  tide  ran  fo  ftrong  that  the 
lad  belonging  to  the  boat  was  not  able  to  make  way 
againft  it.  The  Captain  took  the  fcullers  from 
the  boy,  and  by  accident  fell  into  the  water  ; 
yet  in  fuch  a  direction  that  his  head  foon  emer- 
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ged  above  the  furface.  It  appears  that  he  was 
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carried  nearly  a  mile  by  the  ftrength  of  the  current, 
when  William  Edges ,  a  v/aterman,  feeing  his  pe¬ 
rilous  fituation,  rowed  towards  him,  and  by  the 
affidance  of  his  boy  heaved  the  body  into  his 
boat.  This  man  fays,  there  were  at  fird  fame 
feeble  figns  of  life,  his  eyes  being  convulfed,  and 
his  cheft  feeling  warm.  He  conveyed  him  as 
expeditioufly  as  poflible  to  the  Plough  Alehoufe  by 
Kidney  Stairs.  By  this  time  every  appearance  of  life, 
as  he  imagined,  had  vanifhed.  The  publican  very 
humanely  took  the  body  under  his  roof,  and  fur- 
nifhed  every  neceffary  accommodation.  A  mef- 
fenger  was  immediately  bifpatched  to  Meiirs.  Patten , 
of  Radcliff-  Cro/s,  and  Smith  of  Limehoufe ,  Medical 
Adidants  ♦,  but  thefe  gentlemen  not  being  at  home, 
Mr.  Nedham  attended.  He  informs  us,  that  he 
found  the  body  exrended  upon  a  table,  cold,  did, 
and  motioniefs,  and  without  the  lead  figns  of  refpi- 
ration  ;  the  jaws  were  fixed.  He  forgot  to  examine 
the  pulfe  at  his  drd  entrance,  but  ordered  him  to  be 
placed  in  a  warm  bed,  and  opened  a  vein  j  whence 
there  iHlied  fcarcely  an  ounce  of  blood  :  brifk  fric¬ 
tions  of  fait,  volatiles,  &c.  were  ufed  for  feme  time. 


When  he  examined  the  wrid,  he  perceived  a  feeble 
pulfation,  but  how  long  this  had  taken  place,  or 
whether  it  had  ever  been  fufpended,  he  was  not  able 
to  fay,  as  he  had  forgotten  to  attend  to  this  circum- 
dance  upon  his  fird  arrival.  But  as  fo  trivial  a 
quantity  of  blood  had  iffued  from  the  orifice,  there 
is  great  reafon  to  conclude  that  the  circulation  was 
entirely  fufpended.'- — The  means  mentioned  above 
were  employed  for  near  half  an  hour,  without  their 
making  any  apparent  progrefs.  At  length,  forcibly 
opening  the  patient’s  mouth,  they,  applied  to  it  the 
pipe  of  a  pair  of  bellows,  and  blew  into  the  lungs. 
This  immediately  excited  a  fudden  catching  of  rhe 
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breath,  which  gradually  cncreafed.  In  the  fpace  of 
two  hours  the  Captain  was  fo  far  recovered,  as  to 
appear  out  of  danger,  though  he  was  extremely 
heavy,  ftupid  and  inattentive,  during  the  whole 
day.  He  for  fome  days  loft  the  power  of  fpeech  ^ 
but  was  afterwards  perfectly  reftored. 

It  is  obfervable  that  no  water  came  from  his 
lungs.  The  perfons  who  gave  their  afiiftance  were 
fatisfadtorily  rewarded  by  the  Society. 

CASE  VI. 

ON  Wednefday,  September  20,  1774,  betwixt  three 
and  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  James  Beckett 
aged  about  35  years,  fell  out  of  his  boat  into  the 
Thames j  near  the  Hermitage  Bridge .  His  foot  being 
accidentally  entangled  in  a  rope,  which  had  faftened 
the  boat  to  a  veiled,  he  was  fufpended  by  the  leg, 
and  his  head  was  under  the  furface  of  the  water, 
A  lad  in  the  fame  boat  attempted  to  extricate  him, 
but  in  vain.  At  length  the  fhoe  flipping  off  his 
foot,  he  plunged  under  the  water.  As  he  arofe, 
the  boy  feized  his  leg,  but  was  not  able  to  hold  it. 
The  lecond  time  of  his  emerging,  the  lad  laid  hold  of 
fome  part  of  his  coat,  and  crying  out  for  help,  two 
other  watermen  came  to  his  afiiftance,  and  with 
great  difficulty  (he  being  a  large,  heavy  man)  they 
heaved  him  into  the  boat.  He  was  immediately 
conveyed  to  the  neareft  puhlic-houfe  in  Rotherhithe, 
where  the  landlady  received  him  with  great  huma¬ 
nity  and  care. 

Thefe  particulars  were  given  us  by  the  watermen 
who  took  up  the  body.  The  remainder  we  (hall 
relate  in  the  words  of  Mr,  Corney  bimfelf,  the  fur- 
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geon  who  was  the  happy  inftrument  of  the  recovery? 
in  a  letter  addreffed  to  us. 

€  Gentlemen, 

*  On  Wednefday ,  about  four  o’clock  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon,  I  was  fent  for  to  the  New-York  Arms ,  a 
public-houfe  in  this  parifh.  On  my  arrival  there, 
was  introduced  to  a  man  that  had  been  taken  up 
out  of  the  River,  and  was  then  in  a  boat  adjoining 
to  the  yard.  1  immediately  ordered  him  on  (bore, 
and  faw  him  brought  with  great  care  by  three  men. 
He  was  placed  in  a  room,  and  appeared  dead,  being 
without  motion  ;  and  from  the  mod  minute  exa¬ 
mination,  1  could  not  difcover  either  breath  or  pul- 
fation.  His  clothes,  by  my  direddion,  were  cut  off, 
and  his  head  was  raifed  rather  above  his  body  ;  the 
room  was  cleared  from  fpeftators,  except  fuch  as 
were  ufeful,  and  a  conftant  fribtion  applied  to  his 
belly,  which  appeared  hard  and  enlarged.  By  thefe 
means  I  difcovered  a  fpafm  or  two  about  his  eyes. 
X  then  proceeded  to  venefeblion,  and  immediately 
the  fpafms  encreafed,  and  were  fucceeded  by  diftor- 
tions  of  the  body  and  limbs  *,  and  they  terminated  in 
ftrong  and  continued  convulfions,  which  lafted  feve- 
ral  minutes,  and  then  his  fenfes  returned.  1  then  or¬ 
dered  him  clean  and  warm  cloths,  gave  him  a  fmall 
portion  of  brandy,  and  had  him  put  to  bed  :  I  find 
this  morning  he  is  perfectly  recovered,  and  feels 
no  inconvenience  from  the  difafter. 

4  The  watermen  who  attended,  and  were  ufe¬ 
ful  to  me,  have  applied  for  this  letter,  to  recom¬ 
mend  them  to  your  notice  for  a  reward.  If  you 
think  they  merit  the  full,  or  part  of  the  reward, 
you’ll  pleafe  to  ufe  your  difcretion.  As  to  my  at¬ 
tendance  and  application,  the  Sdciety  being  eftab- 
lifhed  on  fuch  humane  aud  honourable  principles, 
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it  gives  me  happinefs  to  contribute  my  affi fiance 
without  reward,  except  that  of  doing  fervice  to  my 
fellow-creatures, 

*  I  wifh  fuccefs  may  crown  fo  laudable  an  indi- 
tution  ;  and  believe  me

Mr.  Becket  appeared  before  the  Society,  affembled 
O&ober  27,  to  return  the  Directors  thanks  for  a 
refloration  to  life,  of  which  they  were  fo  indrumen- 
tal.  He  confirmed  the  account  given  by  the  wa¬ 
terman  concerning  the  accident,  and  faicl  that,  as  he 
was  carelefsly  depping  backwards,  in  order  to  look 
at  fome  object,  his  foot  miffed  the  edge  of  the  boat, 
and  he  plunged  into  the  water  ;  and  that  by  his 
other  foot  being  entangled  in  the  rope,  he  was  ren¬ 
dered  incapable  of  faving  himfelf  by  fwimming. 
He  recollected  a  violent  agitation  of  mind  for  a  few 
moments  ♦,  but  he  had  no  pain,  and  foon  became 
fenfelefs.  He  felt  a  tightnefs  and  oppmffion  upon 
his  bread,  and  a  flight  cough  for  fome  days  after¬ 
wards,  but  no  other  inconvenience. 

This  man  is  remarkably  tall  and  dout  :  he  figna* 
lized  himfelf  a  few  years  ago,  in  quelling  an  in- 
furredtion  of  the  coal-heavers,  by  feizing  five  of  the 
ringleaders  with  his  own  hand. 

The  fight  of  fo  hearty  a  perfon  in  the  full  vigour 
of  life,  a  worthy  hufband,  and  father  of  a  family,  and 
ufeful  member  of  fociety,  thus  fnatch-ed  from  indant 
death,  infpired  every  one  prefent  with  the  higbed 
fatisfadtion  and  triumph  :  and  they  agreed  the  pains 
and  expences  the  Society  had  been  at,  would  have 
been  abundantly  recompenfed,  had  this  been  the  only 
indance  of  redoration  to  life  by  their  means.

CASE  Vil. 

The  following  remarkable  inftance  of  fuccefs  was 
communicated  to  Mr.  Rich,  Secretary  to  the  So¬ 
ciety,  by  Mr.  Smithy  ol Lmehou[ey  one  of  the 
Medical  Afiiftants. 

4  Sir,  Oftoler  31,  1774. 

*  I  *have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  I  was 
yefterday  inftrumental  in  faving  the  life  of  a  per- 
fon  who  was  in  a  moil  critical  fituation,  by  failing 
Into  the  River  Thames.  The  cafe  was  as  follows : 

4  Nicholas  Groomey  aged  25  years,  whofe  morher 
keeps  a  public  houfe  (the  hgn  of  the  Red  Lion  and 
Still)  in  Drury-lane,  went  yefterday  with  two  of 
his  acquaintances  to  fee  a  friend  on  board  th tJJhley^ 
Capt.  Crifpy  an  homeward-bound  Weft-India-man, 
lying  off  Lime -houfe  hole ,  a  three-maft  vefiel.  He 
infilled  upon  climbing  up  the  fore  maft,  not- 
withftanding  the  earneft  remonftrances  of  his  friends. 
When  he  was  up  to  the  fore-top  maft  head,  fup- 
pofed  to  be  at  the  height  of  fixty  feet  from  the  wa¬ 
ter,  he  fell,  firft  upon  the  round- top,  from  thence 
on  the  gunwale  of  the  lhip,  and  then  into  the  river. 
It  wanted  about  an  hour  and  half  to  low  water. 
The  fhip  was  on  the  outfide  of  a  tier;  fome  ligh¬ 
ters  were  aifo  ahead  of  her.  He  funk  under  one 
of  thefe,  and  arofe  between  two  others  on  the  fide 
next  to  the  adjacent  ftiip,  with  his  face  under  the 
water,  and  his  back  upwards.  A  Bane  belonging 
to  .the  (hip  which  lay  on  the  in  fide  of  the  ^Jhlejy 
and  a  Black,  cook  of  the  fame  ftiip,  perceiving  thq 
accident,  immediately  (lid  down  the  cables  to  the 
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affiftance  of  the  unfortunate  man.  The  Dane  firft 
laid  hold  of  the  fkirt  of  his  coat*  and  the  Black 
foon  after  feized  his  hand.  They  held  him  in  this 
manner  until  two  watermen,  William  Blackett  and 
Richard  Arrowfmith ,  of  St.  Catharine9  s,  palling  that 
way,  came  to  their  affiftance.  They  got  him  into 
a  boat,  and  immediately  conveyed  him  to  land  * 
there  was  neither  fenfe  nor  motion  in  him.  He  was 
fix  or  eight  minutes  under  the  water. 

4  I  was  immediately  fent  for,  and  happened  for¬ 
tunately  to  be  in  the  way.  When  I  arrived, 
they  had  already  got  the  patient  into  a  public- houfe 
at  Limehoufe ,  the  fign  of  the  Horns ,  kept  by  Mr. 
John  Horfey ,  who  received  him  with  great  huma¬ 
nity,  and  afforded  him  every  affiftance  in  his  pow¬ 
er,  after  admittance  had  been  refufed  into  another 
houfe*  I  found  him  placed  before  the  fire,  void  of 
fenfe,  or  perceptible  refpiration.  There  was  no 
pulfe  at  the  wrifts  or  temples,  nor  any  beating  of 
the  heart.  The  attendants  vrere  already  rubbing 
him  with  dry  fait ;  I  continued  the  friCtion  ;  and  in 
a  few  minutes  he  fhewed  fome  figns  of  life.  I  or¬ 
dered  the  remainder  of  his  wet  clothes  to  be  im¬ 
mediately  taken  off,  and  the  body  to  be  placed  in 
bed,  and  rubbed  wrell  with  hot  flannels.  In  about 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  more  he  attempted  to  fpeak, 
and  the  pulfe  was  plainly  to  be  felt  at  the  wrift. 
I  bled  him  diredtly,  taking  away  about  eight  ounces 
of  blood.  Soon  after  he  was  made  to  fwallow, 
though  with  fome  difficulty,  a  little  warm  brandy 
and  water. 

‘  I  then  particularly  examined  his  head,  and 
found  a  large  lacerated  wound  on  the  right  fide, 
near  three  inches  long,  which  I  drefted.  Covering 
him  warm,  and  giving  proper  directions  to  the  aft 
fiftants,  1  left  him.  In  two  hours  I  returned,  and 
found  him  much  recovered. 
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c  The  next  morning  he  was  fo  well,  as  to  be 
able  to  go  home  with  his  mother  in  a  coach,  who 
hearing  of  his  misfortune  had  come  down,  and  atr 
tended  him  the  preceding  night. 

4  I  fhould  obferve  that,  in  the  night  after  the 
accident,  he  bled  from  the  wound  on  the  head 
through  all  the  d  re  flings  and  cloths.  I  did  not: 
few  up  the  wound,  though  large,  the  fcalp  being 
fo  much  lacerated  that  in  all  probability  it  would 
have  inflamed, 

4  As  fcon  as  he  became  fenfible,  he  complained  of 
violent  pains  in  his  back,  legs  and  arms:  one  leg 
was  bruiled  in  the  fall,  and  was  confiderably  fwoln 
the  next  morning. 

4  The  per  Ions  who  took  up  the  body,  and  aflifl:- 
ed  in  the  recovery,  as  alfo  the  publican  who  received 
him  . into  his  houfe,  defer  ve  great  commendation  for 
their  behaviour  •>  and  I  doubt  not  but  they  will 
meet  with  the  encouragement  they  merit  for  their 
diligence.— With  flneere  refpedts,  and  with  hearty 
withes  for  the  fuccefs  of  fo  refpedtable  and  deferving

Although  this  account,  given  us  by  Mr.  Smith, 
is  perfectly  fatisfactory  as  to  the  fact  itfelf,  and  to 
the  moft  material  circumftances  of  which  he  was 
witnefs  ;  yet  curiofuy  prompted  us  to  enquire 
into  the  particulars  antecedent  to  his  arrival  ; 
and  from  Mr.  Jofeph  Curtis ,  a  companion  of 
Mr.  Groome ,  who  was  with  him  on  board  the 
veflel,  and  of  Mr.  Horfey ,  the  landlord, ~  we 
learn  the  following  circumftances :  that  four  or  five 
minutes  had  elapied  after  the  fall,  before  the  body 
became  vifible  to  them  ;  that  it  was  about  eight  mi¬ 
nutes  after  the  body  appeared  before  it  could  be 
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taken  up,  as  the  perfons  who  firfl:  endeavoured 
could  not  fucceed  hall  the  watermen  came  to  their 
afliftan.ee *,  that  it  was  twenty  minutes  at  lead  from 
the  time  of  the  body’s  being  taken  out  of  the  water 
to  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Smith  ;  that  he  fighed  in  about 
three  minutes  after  the  means  were  ufed  by  that  gen¬ 
tleman,  and  became  univerfally  convulfed  :  that  it 
was  above  an  hour  before  the  patient  opened  his 
eyes,  and  two  hours  before  he  could  fpeak  intelli¬ 
gibly  *,  and  that  he  threw  no  water  up  from  his 
lungs  or  ftomach. 

Notwithftanding  this  providential  efcape  from 
immediate  death,  the  patient  was  afterwards  in  great 
danger  from  the  wounds  and  bruifes  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  in  his  fall ;  particularly  that  in  his  head, 
which  at  firft  gave  fome  caufe  to  apprehend  a  frac¬ 
ture  or  fifture  of  the  fkull,  but  fortunately  thefe 
fears  were  groundlefs ;  and  by  the  great  care  and 
(kill  of  his  furgeon,  Mr.  Sander fon9  of  Great  Queen- 
fireet ,  who  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Cogan ,  Mr* 
John  Hunter ,  and  Mr.  W.  Hawes ,  gave  hi  ip  con- 
ftant  attendance,  he  is  perfectly  recovered,  and  has 
returned  thanks  to  the  Society,  and  the  above  gen¬ 
tlemen,  in  the  public  papers. 

Richard  Arrow fmith ,  George  Smithy  the  Black* 
the  Dane,  and  William  Blackett ,  received  One  Gui¬ 
nea  each  in  reward  of  their  diligent  attention.

Having  obferved  in  the  London  Chronicle  an  ac* 
count  of  the  recovery  of  a  child  that  was 
drowned  at  Henley  upon  Thames ,  we  wrote  to  Mr. 
Clowes ,  Surgeon  in  that  place,  who  was  mentioned 
as  having  performed  the  cure,  for  the  particulars 
of  it ,  and  he  was  fo  obliging  as  to  tranfmit  the 
following  to  us,  by  tli£  hands  of  Mr.  Rich,  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Society, 

z  Sir , 
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Sir ,  Henley  upon  Thames,  July  15,  1774. 

In  compliance  with  your  requed,  I  have  fent  as 
true  a  date  of  the  cafe  you  enquire  about  as  I  am 
able,  and  think  myfelf  happy  in  having  merited 
the  attention  of  fo  humane  a  Society. 

*  ON  the  2  7th  of  April  an  accident  happened  here, 
attended  with  a  very  fingular  circumdance :  fome 
children  were  playing  near  a  drain  cut  through  this 
town  for  the  conveniency  of  conveying  the  water 
from  a  neighbouring  fpring,  occafionea  by  the  late 
heavy  rains,  into  the  Thames ,  when  one  of  thefc* 
children  unfortunately  fell  in,  and  was  driven  by  the 
rapidity  of  the  current  near  300  yards  under  ground. 
From  the  place  where  this  little  girl  fell,  the  water 
takes  an  angular  courfe  under  the  great  Oxford  Road> 
and  is  banked  in  with  polls  and  other  implements  to 
confine  the  violence  of  the  dream.  From  the  an¬ 
gular  courfe  it  runs  in  a  right  line  into  the  Thames , 
through  another  narrow  covered  drain,  almoft 
choaked  up  with  fand  and  filth.  This  child,  fome- 
thing  better  than  two  years  of  age,  was  at  lad  taken 
up  at  the  end  of  this  drain,  notwkhflanding  every 
impediment  in  the  paffage. 

My  houfe  being  fituated  next  the  Thames  where 
the  child  was  taken  up,  I  was  called  immediately  to 
its  affidance,  and  found  her  to  all  appearance  dead; 
cold  as  clay  ;  the  extremities  and  body  of  a  high 
livid  colour,  with  its  jaw  fallen,  and  a  neighbour 
fufpending  her  by  the  legs.  Being  firmly  of  opinion 
that  little  or  no  water  enters  into  the  thorax  or  do- 
rnach  in  thefe  cafes,  I  immediately  altered  its  pofition 
(after  taking  off  the  wet  clothes  with  the  greatefl 
expedition)  by  the  affiflance  of  two  or  three  by- 
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danders  ;  the  child  was  fupported  in  an  horizontal 
pofture,  with  its  head  a  little  elevated.  Then  I 
began  the  recovery,  by  comprefling  with  my  hands 
the  abdomen,  fo  as  to  force  the  vifcera  towards  the 
diaphragm,  that  the  Jungs  might  receive  fome 
preflure,  and  expel  the  fhgnated  air  in  their 
veflels  ;  as  it  is  generally  allowed,  that  people  who 
die  by  fubmerflon,  die  in  infpirationr  By  continuing 
this  preflure  a  fhort  time,  and  making  a  ftrong 
fridion  with  warm  cloths  upon  the  abdomen,  thorax 
and  extremities  (by  the  help  of  a  proper  afliftant 
who  was  at  hand)  the  child  foon  fliewed  fome  figns 
of  life  by  little  gafpings.  I  alfo  evidently  felt  a 
pulfation  from  the  heart.  As  foon  as  fhe  was  ca¬ 
pable  of  (wallowing,  I  got  down  acetum  fcilliticum 
Ifs.  in  order  to  flimulate  nature  by  puking,  which 
had  the  defired  effed:,  and  flie  foon  recovered. 
The  coldnefs  of  the  limbs  prevented  my  ufing  the 
lancet,  and  I  believe  it  was  a  full  hour  before  the 
pulfe  at  the  wrift  could  be  perceived.

We  fhall  take  the  liberty  of  inferting,  in  this  col- 
le&ion,  the  following  inftance  of  the  furprifing  ef¬ 
fects  of  eledricity,  communicated  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sewden ,  and  Mr.  Hawes ,  apothecary,  in  the  Strand , 
by  Mr.  Squires ,  of  IVardour.ftreet ,  Soho.  For  al¬ 
though  we  are  obliged  at  prefent  to  confine  our  re¬ 
wards  to  cafes  of  drowned  perfons ,  yet  one  part  of 
our  deflgn  is  to  manifefl:  the  poflibility  of  recovery 
in  every  inftance  of  fudden  death,  where  the  vital 
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powers  are  fufpended,  without  any  eflential  in*. 
jury  being  induced  upon  the  frame.  It  will  alfo 
manifed  the  admirable  effe&s  of  the  ele&rical 
fhock ;  which  we  would  earnedly  recommend  in  all 
cafes  of  a  fimilar  nature  where  it  can  be  obtained. 

c  Catharine  Sophia  Greenhill ,  aged  three  years, 
daughter  oi  Willi  am  Greenhill ,  on  the  1 6  th  of  July, 
1774,  fell  out  of  a  one  pair  of  (lairs  window  upon 
the  paved  ftones.  She  was  taken  up  to  all  appear¬ 
ance  dead.  An  apothecary  being  fent  for,  he  de¬ 
clared  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  the  child  : 
Mr.  Squires ,  who  lives  oppofite  to  the  place  where 
the  accident  happened,  finding  the  cafe  hopelefs,  with 
the  confent  of  the  parents  very  humanely  tried  the 
effe&s  of  electricity,  'Twenty  minutes,  at  lead,  had 
elapfed  before  he  could  apply  the  lliock,  which  he 
gave  to  various  parts  of  the  body  without  any  ap¬ 
parent  fuccefs  ;  but  at  length,  upon  tranfmitting  a 
few  (hocks  through  the  thorax*  he  perceived  a  fmali 
pulfation  :  foon  after  the  child  began  to  figh,  and 
to  breathe,  though  with  great  difficulty.  In  about 
ten  minutes  (he  vomited.  A  kind  of  ftupor,  occa- 
fioned  by  the  deprefiion  of  the  cranium,  remained 
for  feme  days,  but  proper  means  being  ufed,  the 
child  was  redored  to  perfect  health  and  fpirits  in 
about  a  week.5 

Mr.  Squires  gave  this  adonifhing  cafe  of  recovery 
to  the  above  gentlemen,  from  no  other  motive  than 
a  defire  of  promoting  the  good  of  mankind ;  and 
hopes  for  the  future  that  no  perfon  will  be  given  up 
for  dead ,  till  various  means  have  been  ufed  for  their 
recovery.

Hie  Cafe  following  was  communicated  to  Mr.  Richi 
Secretary  to  the  Society,  by  Mr.  Rofe ,  Surgeon 
and  Apothecary*  at  Putney .

c  YouMl  be  pleafed  to  prefent  my  mod  refpedful 
compliments  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Society*  and 
acquaint  them  I  have,  agreeable  to  their  requed, 
tranfmitted  the  method  ufed  in  the  recovery  of  John 
Beejley ,  a  lad  of  12  years  of  age,  fon  to  a  fhoe- 
maker  in  Fulham . 

6  Failing  over  the  bridge  in  my  carriage  oft  the 
4th  ind.  about  fix  o’clock  in  the  evening,  I  was 
Hopped,  and  requeded  to  give  my  alfiftance  to  a 
boy  juft  carried  into  the  Swan  Aiehouje  by  the  water 
fide,  faid  to  be  drowned*  On  my  entrance*  I  found 
him  lying  on  his  face,  and  people  robbing  him 
with  fait.  I  im mediately fccau fed  him  to  be  fetup,  his 
head  and  fhoulders  fupported,  and  took  away  8  oz9 
of  blood  from  the  arm,  rubbed  his  face,  neck,  See. 
well  with  brandy,  and  continued  the  fridtkm  of  fait: 
after  fome  time  perfdting  in  this  method,  he  fhewed 
figns  of  life.  I  then  directed  him  to  be  put  to  bed 
betwixt  the  blankets*  and  attempted  to  get  down 
tome  brandy  into  the  ftomach,  but  this  was  imprac¬ 
ticable.  I  then  left  him  for  the  prefent,  defiring 
the  attendants  to  continue  the  friflion  of  fait  on 
the  body  and  extremities,  and  the  bathing  of  the 
face,  with  the  brandy,  and  to  keep  his  head  and 
fhoulders  a  little  raifed..  At  nine  o’clock  the  fame 
evening  I  called  again,  and  found  nature  had  juft 
then  made  an  effort,  by  vomiting  up  fome  (lime 
and  water.  Bis  pulfe  now  was  getting  up*  and  a 
general  warmth  was  diffufed  all  over  him*  I  ordered 

E  fame 
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fotne  gruel  with  wine  as  foon  as  he  was  capable  of 
taking  it,  and  then  to  leave  him  to  reft,  which  he  did 
the  remaining  part  of  the  night.  He  arofe  the  next 
morning  free  from  complaints,  eat  a  good  breakfaft, 
walked  home,  and  has  continued  perfectly  well 
ever  ftnce.

6  N.  B.  When  I  firft  faw  him  there  was  a  total  lofs 
of  mufcular  motion,  no  perceptible  pulfe  nor  refpi- 
ration;  the  extremities  cold,  face  and  eyes  livid, 
and  the  jaws  fixed,  with  a  frothing  at  the  mouth  ;  in 
ftiort,  he  was  to  all  appearance  dead*  excepting  a 
guttural  noife,  which  indicated  fome  degree  of  air 
circulating  through  the  lungs.  How  long  he  might 
be  ftruggling  in  the  water  ere  he  was  taken  out  I 
know  not*,  they  told  me  he  had  been  fifteen  mi¬ 
nutes  out  of  it  when  I  firft  faw  him.9

The  fubftance  of  the  following  cafe  being  inferted 
in  the  public  papers,  we  were  deftrous  of  having 
its  authenticity  confirmed  by  Mr.  Rundell  him- 
felf,  who  was  fo  obliging  as  to  return  us  the  fol¬ 
lowing  fatisia&ory  anfwer  to  our  enquiries,  ad- 
drefied  to  the  Secretary.' 

4  Sir,  BathyGay-Jlreet ,  Sept .  12,  1774. 

6  On  Saturday  the  27th  of  Auguft ,  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  I  was  called  to  a  lad  about  nine  years  old, 
fon  of  Mr.  Syms ,  pig-butcher,  in  Queen-jlreet.  The 
mefienger  told  me  the  boy  was  drowned,  but  that 
fame  figns  of  life  were  perceptible.  I  haftened  to 
him  with  all  expedition,  and  as  I  entered  the  door, 
ordered  a  large  fire  to  be  made  in  the  kitchen;  which 

was 
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was  immediately  done.  On  viewing  the  patient, 
found  a  vein  had  been  opened  by  a  butcher,  who 
had  prefTed  out  of  it  about  two  ounces  of  blood  : 
part  of  his  wet  clothes  ftill  remained  on  him,  and 
fome  few  bubbles’  of  froth  now  and  then  appeared 
upon  his  lips.  Whild  we  were  taking  off  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  clothes,  fome  heated  blankets  were 
brought  up,  into  which  he  was  indantly  put,  and 
often  rolled  in  them.  Thefe  were  repeatedly  ap¬ 
plied  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  His  face,  body  and 
extremites,  were  quite  cold,  and  of  a  livid  com¬ 
plexion  ;  and  the  heart  had  not  the  lead  degree  of 
motion  in  it.  I  then  got  a  warming-pan- full  of 
common  fait,  and  having  heated  it  over  the  fire, 
put  it  into  a  flannel  petticoat,  which  I  found  at 
hand,  and  laid  it  over  the  region  of  the  flomach, 
heart,  and  great  part  of  the  abdomen.  In  about 
five  minutes  after  this  lad  application  (though  the 
former  ones  were  condantly  renewed  with  unremit¬ 
ted  fri&ions  of  warm  flannels)'  he  began  to  figh. 
This  fymptom,  no  doubt,  was  very  pleafing  to  me, 
as  welf  as  to  the  by- danders ;  on  which  we  repeated 
our  labours,  if  poffible,  with  redoubled  afiiduity 
In  about  an  hour  more  he  began  to  breathe  with 
great  difficulty,  and  the  motion  of  the  heart  to  re¬ 
turn,  though  feebly  :  Frequent  applications  of  heated 
{alt  during  this  period  had  bee-n  ufed.  Soon  after 
this,  he  drew  up  his  legs  and  arms,  and  began  to 
druggie  under  the  clothes ;  and  now  a  cold  fweat 
appeared  on  his  face,  which  in  ten  minutes  more 
became  warm,  and  then  gradually  extended  itfelf 
over  the  whole  body.  His  breathing  was  lefs  and 
lefs  difficult  for  the  next  eight  hours,  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  which  his  fpeech  returned  ;  and  foon  after  he 
fell  afleep.  The  next  morning  I  found  him  per¬ 
fectly  recovered,  and  able  to  walk  about  as  well  as 
if  nothing  had  happened,  I  afked  him  if  he  re¬ 
membered 
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membered  any  thing  of  the  accident,  and  what  were, 
his  fenfations  at  the  time  of  drowning  ?  To  which  his 
replies  in  general  were,  that  he  did  not  know  that 
he  had  been  in  the  water,  or  that  any  means  had 
been  ufed  for  his  recovery.  From  the  ftridleft  en¬ 
quiry  I  can  make,  and  from  the  means  ufed  to 
find  him  in  the  river,  I  fhould  fuppofe  he  could  not 
have  lain  there  lefs  than  twenty  minutes *  I  fhould 
have  mentioned  that  the  boy’s  parents  live  at  a  con- 
fiderable  diftance  from  the  place  where  he  was  taken 
up,  and  that  thofe  who  carried  him  home  held  him 
up  by  the  heels,  with  his  head  obliquely  downward  \ 
by  which  pofition,  they  faid,  much  water  had  been 
evacuated  by  his  nofe  and  mouth.  From  what  I 
have  obferved  in  the  above  patient,  I  fhould  imagine 
great  attention  and  ftrid  application  are  abfolutely 
necefTary  in  like  cafes. 

5  I  heard  of  a  man  who  was  taken  out  of  the  fame 
river  not  a  month  fmce,  and  who  had  not  been 
therein  more  than  five  minutes :  he  was  ftript  and 
bled  almofl:  immediately,  afterwards  rubbed  with 
fait,  and  put  into  blankets,  and  yet  did  not  recoverj 
which  circumftance  (if  the  report  be  true)  was  pro¬ 
bably  owing  to  a  want  of  perseverance  and  labour  in 
the  afiiftants;  as  I  do  notthnd  any  medical  gentleman 
had  been  called  to  him. 

I  fhall  at  all  times  be  glad  to  hear  from  any  of  the 
gentlemen  who  have  undertaken  this  laudable  and 
humane  fcheme  ;  and  beg  leave  to  a  flu  re  them, 
that  any  future  informations  they  may  have  to  corn-*

The  following  remarkable  Efcape  from  Death  was 
communicated  to  Mr.  W.  Hawes ,  Apothecary,  in 
the  Strand^  by  Mr.  Badger ,  Surgeon,  at  Cbad- 
defly  j  in  Wore  eft  erjhire. 

In  the  Beginning  of  Augufty  1774*  as  the  fer- 
vant  of  John  Highway ,  Efq;  was  fwimming  a  horfe 
in  a  large  mill-pond,  upon  account  of  a  (train  in  the 
fhoulder,  the  horfe  plunged,  threw  him  off,  and 
kicked  him  upon  the  ftomach.  He  funk  immedi¬ 
ately.  As  he  did  not  rife  up  again,  there  was  no 
pofiibility  of  recovering  him  but  by  drawing  the 
gates  of  the  pool,  and  letting  the  body  out  with 
the  ftream,  which  was  fo  violent,  that  it  drove 
him  down  the  current  upwards  of  an  hundred 
yards.  By  the  fall  from  the  gate  into  the  brook, 
(which  was  about  feven  or  eight  yards  in  perpendi¬ 
cular  heighth)  his  head  (truck  againft  a  rock,  and 
the  fcull  was  laid  bare  for  the  fpace  of  feven  inches. 
It  is  fuppofed,  that  from  the  fall  to  the  time  of  his 
being  taken  out,  about  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes 
had  elapfed. 

The  attendants  immediately  held  him  up  by  the 
legs  ;  by  which  pofition,  a  large  quantity  of  water 
was  difeharged.  They  afterwards  placed  him  in  a 
warm  bed.  Mr.  Badger  was  then  called  in.  He 
found  the  unfortunate  perfon  without  any  appear¬ 
ance  of  life  ;  but  by  rubbing  a  quantity  of  volatile 
fpirits  upon  the  lips,  noftrils,  temples,  &c.  the  man 
began  to  breathe.  The  refpiration  foon  became 
ftronger  and  more  regular;  but  violent  convulfions 
enfued.  This  gave  Mr.  Badger  reafon  to  fufpedt 
that  there  was  either  a  fra&ure  or  failure  of  the  cra¬ 
nium.  Happily  thefe  fufpicions  were  groundlef?. 
He  wafhed  and  drefied  the  wound.  The  convulfions 
however  continued  all  night,  but  the  next  morning 

they 
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they  went  off,  and  the  patient  became  more  fenfible. 
He  now  complained  of  his  ftomach,  which  upon 
being  compreffed  threw  him  into  great  agonies. 
A  balfamic  anodyne  mixture  was  ordered  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  at  proper  intervals  ;  and  in  three  or  four  days 
lie  was  fo  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  fit  up.  in 
the  fpaceof  a  month  the  wound  of  his  head  was  com¬ 
pletely  healed,  and  the  man  was  in  every  refpeCk 
perfectly  recovered.

The  following  ExtraCt  of  a  Letter,  addrefled  by 
Mr.  William  Milbourne ,  of  New -Fork,  dated 
November  1,  1774?  to  Mr.  William  Hawes,  Apo¬ 
thecary,  in  the  Strand ,  mull  give  the  fincereft 
pleafure  to  every  humane  bread:,  as  it  is  a  de¬ 
mon  ft  ration  of  the  extenftve  utility  of  our  Infti- 
tution,  even  in  its  infancy  ;  and  we  cannot  but 
conftder  it  as  a  pleating  prefage  of  future  good 
to  the  community  at  large. 

Sir, 

cc  Your  eftablifhment  of  an  Indication,  for  the 
recovery  of  drowned  perlons,  does  you  great  ho¬ 
nour,  even  on  this  fide  the  Atlantic.  An  ingenious 
friend  of  mine,  Mr.  Agar ,  a  furgeon,  to  whom  I 
gave  one  of  your  pamphlets,  had  an  opportunity, 
a  few  days  after,  of  trying  an  experiment  upon  a 
young  man,  who  jumping  into  the  river  to  bathe, 
unfortunately  (luck  in  the  mud  at  the  bottom. 
He  was  under  the  water  near  20  minutes,  and 
when  taken  out,  he  was  to  all  appearance  dead. 
Mr.  Agar  gave  the  neceftary  directions,  according 
to  your  inftruCtions.  In  about  an  hour  he  began  tQ 
breathe  at  the  noftrils  *,  foon  afterwards  he  came  to 
his  fpeech,  and  in  a  few  days  he  was  perfectly 
seftored.5* 


It 
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It  is  with  great  fatisfadtion  that  we  are  enabled1  &i 
record  the  above  inftances  of  fuccefs ;  all  of  which 
have  prefented  themfelves  in  the  fpace  of  fix 
months  :  and  that  we  have  been  either  immediately 
or  mediately  the  happy  inftruments  of  faving  feve- 
rat  perfons  who  muft  otherwife  have  been  irreco¬ 
verably  loft  to  their  families  and  to  the  commu¬ 
nity.  Were  this  the  'only  good  produced  by  our 
ftrenuous  endeavours,  we  ftiould  have  had  abundant 
reafon  to  rejoice  that  they  have  not  been  in  vain. 
But  we  have  the  additional  pleafure  to  acquaint  the 
public  that  other  Societies  are  forming  for  the  fame 
humane  purpofe.  We  are  allured  that  the  City  of 
Norwich ,  animated  by  our  example,  has  likewife 
eftabliihed  an  inftitution  for  the  recovery  of  drown¬ 
ed  perfpns,  under  the  patronage  and  influence  of 
the  Mayor  and  Corporation.  They  have  done  us 
the  honour  to  adopt  our  plan,  not  only  refpe&ing 
the  methods  of  treatment,  and  in  the  premiums 
the)  beftow,  but  in  the  appointment  of  Medical 
Affiftants  in  different  quarters  of  the  town.  Lord 
Cathcart  has  alio  generouOy  undertaken  to  diffufe, 
at  his  own  expence,  a  knowledge  of  the  methods 
of  treating  perfons  in  fuch  unhappy  circumftances 
through  various  parts  of  Scotland.  Nor  can  we 
fdoubt  but  fo  benevolent  a  defign,  Supported  by  fo 
^efpedable  a  chara&er,  will  meet  with  every  en^ 
couragement  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Tweed.  And 
we  are  credibly  informed,  that  other  parts  of  the 
kingdom  are  likewife  upon  the  eve  of  promoting 
fimilar  eftablifhments.  We  cannot  forbear  uniting 
our  ardent  wifhes,  that  a  merciful  Providence  may 
in  like  manner  fmile  upon  their  attempts,  and  that 
they  may  join  with  us,  not  only  in  an  honourable 
but  fuccefsful  league^ againft  the  diftreffes  of  mankind. 
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To  the  PUBLIC. 


We  undertook  to  Introduce  into  thcfc  king- 
doms  an  Inftitution  for  the  Recovery  of  Perfons  ap¬ 
parently  dead  by  Drowning,  &c.  upon  the  juftid- 
able  preemption,  that,  (hould  the  methods  recom¬ 
mended  infuch  alarming  cafes  prove  in  any  tolerable 
degree  effectual,  the  known  and  experienced  huma¬ 
nity  of  our  countrymen  would  encourage  a  defign 
fo  peculiarly  benevolent  in  its  views.  We  naturally 
concluded,  that  numbers  in  this  great  and  opulent 
city  would  freely  join  us,  and  affift,  by  their  liberal 
contributions,  our  attempts  to  lefien,  in  a  very  ef- 
fentiai  article,  the  evils  of  human  life.  Induced  by 
thefe  confiderations,  we  have  taken  no  fmall  pains, 
and  fome  of  us  have  been  at  no  inconfiderable  ex¬ 
pence,  to  place  our  inftitution  upon  an  unexception¬ 
able  and  advantageous  footing,  and  to  give  the  me¬ 
thods  recommended  by  others  as  fo  remarkably  effi¬ 
cacious,  a  fair  and  impartial  trial.  If  they  had  not 
anfwered  our  defires,  we  (hould  have  borne  alone 
that  ridicule  which  the  bulk  of  mankind  are  io  ready 
to  laviffi  upon  unfuccefsful  projectors  :  Surely  then 
we  have  a  right  to  call  upon  every  one  whofe  cir- 
cumftances  will  permit,  to  (hare  with  us  the  honour 

of 
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of  doing  good  ;  the  inexpreffible  fatisfacdion  of  re- 
doring  life  to  perifhing  individuals,  and  happiriefs 
to  didraded  families! 

The  above  examples  of  recovery,  few  as  they  are, 
as  inconteftibly  prove  the  practicability  of  redoring 
thofe  who  are  to  all  appearance  dead,  as  if  they  had 
been  more  numerous.  And  they  afcertain  alfo  a  very 
affecting  and  humiliating  truth  :  They  demonflrate 
that  hundreds  might  have  been  redored,  and  have 
remained  to  this  moment  a  bleffing  to  their  connec¬ 
tions  and  ro  the  world,  had  not  Britain  been  fo 
fhamefully  inattentive  to  thefe  cries  of  the  didreffed  ; 
had  not  a  baneful,  may  we  not  fay  murderous  fpirit 
of  incredulity,  rendered  us  deaf  to  the  repeated  af- 
fertions  and  demon drative  faffs  communicated  to  us 
by  our  neighbours  on  the  continent;  who,  we  are 
forry  to  fay,  have  in  this  indance  taken  large 
drides  before  us,  in  ferving  the  great  caufe  of  hu¬ 
manity. 

The  fecond  part  of  the  Dutch  Memoirs,  pub- 
Jifhed  fince  the  fird  was  mandated,  contains  no 
lefs  than  fifty-eight  additional  in  (lances  of  re  dota¬ 
tion  to  life;  fo  that  they  have  redeemed,  in  the 
ipace  of  about  fix  years,  upwards  of  two  hundred 
louls  from  death.  In  France,  they  have  been  inftru- 
mentai  in  laving  forty- live  perfons  out  of  fixty-nine 
in  about  16  months ;  and  it  is  a  natural  inference, 
that  England  has  permitted  numbers  nearly  equal 
to  perifh,  for  want  of  a  fimilar  interpofition. 

It  is  acknowledged,  that  accidents  by  water  may 
not  be  fo  frequent  in  and  about  this  city  as  in  feverai 
parts  of  Holland,  yet  they  are  fufficiently  nume¬ 
rous  to  awaken  the  concern  of  every  compaffionate 
bread.  The  bills  of  mortality  inform  us,  that  up¬ 
wards  of  an  hundred  perfons  are  drowned  within 
iheir  limits  in  the  courfeof  a  year.  Some  of  them, 

F  indeed, 
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^indeed,  being  carried  off  by  the  tide,  are  not  found 
for  feveral  days,  and  their  recovery  becomes  totally 
impoffible.  But  the  greater  number  are  in  more  fa¬ 
vourable  circumftances ;  and  fuppofe  but  one  in  ten 
reftored,  what  man  would  think  the  defigns  of  this 
Society  unimportant,  were  himfelf,  his  relation  or 
his  friend  that  one  ? 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  happy  experience  we  now 
have,  as  well  as  that  of  the  chief  countries  in  Europe, 
will  at  length  fix  the  attention  of  our  country  men 
upon  this  important  objedl  •,  and  then  they  will  foon 
learn  how  much  good  may  be  effected  by  their  pa¬ 
tronizing  our  undertaking.  It  would  be  difficult  to 
form  an  eftimate  of  the  number  of  lives  annually 
loft  by  drowning  in  this  ifland :  but  when  wc  recoi¬ 
led!  that  we  are  furrounded  by  water ;  that  we  are 
the  Hrft  maritime  ftate;  that  accidents  of  this  na¬ 
ture  are  perpetually  happening  upon  navigable  ri¬ 
vers*  in  fea-ports,  and  on  voyages  •,  and  that  there 
is  not  a  town  or  village  in  the  kingdom  where  the 
inhabitants  are  not  expofed  to  danger  by  bathing. 
Hiding,  &c.  we  need  not  hefirate  to  pronounce  the 
amount  to  be  feveral  hundreds.  But  as  the  methods 
fo  fuccefsfully  pradtifed  in  the  cafe  of  drowned  per- 
fons,  are  alfo  applicable  in  fudden  deaths  occafioned 
by  various  other  caufes  *,  whether  fuffocation  by 
the  cord,  by  noxious  vapours,  (as  in  coal  and  lead 
mines)  fufpenfion  of  the  vital  powers  by  lightning, 
fyncopies,  &c.  &c.  what  an  ample  and  untrodden 
field  is  open  for  the  exercife  of  our  generous  com¬ 
panion  !  What  foiid  benefits  might  we  not  infure 
to  the  ftate,  what  lading  happinefs  to  thoufands, 
were  the  rich  individuals,  or  the  Magiftracy  of  this 
great  and  wealthy  city,  to  lee  To  laudable  a  defign 
%  fhare 
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fhare  feme  portion  of  t4  eir  bounty  * !  Our  pre¬ 
miums  might  be  extended  to  a  greater  diftance  from 
the  metropolis  ,  they  might  alio  comprehend  other 
cafes  of  fudden  deaths ;  we  fhould  be  enabled  to 
dlffufe  over  the  whole  kingdom,  even  to  its  moil 
retired  parts,  the  knowledge  of  thefe  fuccefs- 
ful  methods,  and  excite  a  general  fpirit  of' trying 
falutary  experiments  in  every  cafe  of  fudden  death  : 
and  there  is  every  rcafon  to  believe  that,  when  the 
public  becomes  familiarized  to  the  a  durance,  that 
perfons  are  recoverable  in  circumftances  which  were 
once  deemed  beyond  the  reach  of  help,  they  v/ill 
exert  thernfelves  on  thefe  occafions  with  fuch  vigour 
and  perfeverance  as  may  be  productive  of  the  mod 
happy  confequenc$s.  Other  parts  of  the  nation,  ani¬ 
mated  by  our  example,  may  continue  to  formfimilar 
inftitutions  to  avert  the  evils  to  which  the  inhabitants 
are  rendered  liable  by  their  fituation  or  employment. 
Of  what  benefit  might  they  not  prove  in  fea-ports, 
large  towns,  by  the  fide  of  a  river,  and  particularly 
in  countries  abounding  with  mines  !  The  very  idea 
of  fuch  extenfive  utility  mu  ft  warm  the  heart  of 
every  man  that  has  a  heart  to  be  warmed  :  And  we 
confefs  it  hurts  us  to  have  fuch  a  noble  profpedl 

*  We  cannot  forbear  expreffing  oar  warmeil  acknow¬ 
ledgments  to  FREDERICK  BULL,  Eiq;  the  late  worthy 
Lord  Mayor  ®f  London,  for  the  early  counfenance  he 
has  given  to  our  deiign.  It  is  not  unufual  for  Societies 
which  have  gained  a  full  eflablifhment,  or  are  fo  far  ad¬ 
vanced  as  to  confer  a  degree  of  honour  upen  their  Prefi- 
dents,  to  meet  with  refpedable  patrons.  But  for  the  chief 
Magiftrate  of  the  firft  city  in  Europe,  to  ftoop  and  take  an  infant 
inftitution  by  the  hand,  and  lead  it  through  its  fir il  dangers  and 
difficulties,  merely  becaufe  it  was  a  humane  one,  refle&s  the 
higheft  Iuftre  upon  the  benevolence  of  his  difpofiiion,  asd  af¬ 
fords  an  example  worthy  the  imitation  of  every  gentleman  of 
fortune  and  influence. 
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Opened  to  our  view,  and  feel  ourfelves  confined  and 
fettered  by  the  narrownefs  of  our  finances. 

It  is  by  no  means  our  defire  to  eredl  thislnftitu- 
tion  upon  the  ruins  of  any  other.  It  is  with  plea- 
fure,  and  with  a  judifiable  pride,  that  we  behold 
fuch  a  variety  of  Plans  formed,  and  fupported  by 
that  fpirit  of  benevolence  which  diftinguifhes  this 
nation,  in  order  to  alleviate  the  various  didreffes  of 
mankind.  Our  only  wilh  is,  that  this  may  be  added 
to  the  number-,  that  we  may  be  uniform  and  con¬ 
fident  in  our  adts  of  humanity  ;  that  the  dreams  of 
public  beneficence  may  not  be  confined  in  partial 
channels,  but  be  divided  and  fubdivided  until  they 
reach  every  proper  object  of  didrefs. 

And  yet  the  judice  we  owe  to  our  undertaking 
requires  us  to  hint,  that  were  we  to  draw  a 
comparifon  between  our  Inditution  and  thofe  many 
others  which  do  honour  to  their  patrons,  it  would 
yield  to  none  of  them,  either  with  refpect  to  the 
quantity  of  good  produced  at  a  comparatively  fmall 
expence;  the  importance  and  extent  of  its  views.; 
or  the  peculiar  benevolence  of  its.  defigns. 

After  the  extraordinary  expences  are  defray¬ 
ed,  which  were  necedary  to  make  our  plan 
fufficiently  known,  the  current  expences  will  be 
nearly  proportionate  to  the  number  of  accidents 
which  prefen  t  themfelves.  As  we  are  not  bur¬ 
dened  with  any  danding  charges,  as  the  fpot 
neared  to  the  place  where  the  accident  has  happened 
becomes  a  temporary  infirmary  ;  where,  if  the  hu- 
.  inanity  of  the  inhabitant  fhould  not,  a  moderate 
gratuity  furnifhes  all  the  necedary  accommodations  ; 
every  guinea  employed  will  be  towards  the  adtual 
redemption  of  a  life.  Surely  if  a  charitable  difpo- 
fition  contributes  fuch  large  fums  with  chearful- 
nefs  towards  the  building,  furniture,  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  Hospitals,  where  a  princely  fortune  is 
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frequently  funk  previous  to  the  expelled  good, 
and  where  the  hopes  of  relief  are  equally  uncertain 
to  each  individual,  it  will  not  refufe  a  moiety 
immediately  employed  in  fuccouring  a  fellow  crea¬ 
ture  in  the  depth  of  diftrefs. 

We  muft  alfo  urge  that  the  objeds  this  inftitu- 
tion  attempts  to  relieve,  are  the  molt  pitiable  of 
any  that  can  be  imagined.  The  defign  of  it  is,  to 
reftore  fuch  as  have  in  an  inftant  been  numbered 
amongft  the  dead,  by  fome  dreadful  diiafter,  or  by 
lome  fudden  impulfe  of  phrenfv. 

With  refped  to  the  latter  clafs,  although  it  is 
mifery  in  one  fliape  or  other  that  drives  any  one  to 
commit  the  horrid  crime  of  fuicide ,  yet  every  ferious 
and  confiderate  mind  muft  earneltly  with  to  fnatch 
them  from  fuch  a  deftrudion  ;  that  their  fouls  may 
not  rufh  into  the  prefence  of  their  Creator,  Jiained 
‘with  the  guilt  of  murder ;  and  that  their  relations 
may  alfo  be  refcued  from  the  Jhame  as  well  as  lofs 
to  which  fuch  rafhnefs  expofes  them.  In  fome 
cafes,  perhaps,  they  may  repeat  their  attempts,  and 
elude  all  endeavours  to  fave  them ;  yet  as  their 
horrid  defigns  are  moftly  the  effed  of  a  temporary 
phrenfy,  there  is  greater  reafon  to  exped,  that 
when  returned  to  their  fenfes,  they  will  rejoice  in 
their  tfcape,  and  cordially  thank  their  deliverers.  And 
if  indulgent  benevolence  has  e reded  hofpitals  for 
the  removal  of  evils  mankind  bring  upon  them- 
felves  by  ‘vicious  gratifications,  it  muft  feel  an  addi¬ 
tional  pleafure  in  recalling  a  miferable  creature 
from  the  very  brink  of  eternity,  into  which  he 
was  precipitating  himfelf  by  his  own  guilt ;  which 
guilt  has  this  alleviation — it  was  occafioned  by 
wretchednefs . 

A  fecond  clafs  are  the  indufirious  poor.  Thefe 
from  working  upon  water,  mines,  &c.  are  neceffarily 
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expofed  to  the  difafters  mentioned  above  ;  and 
have  they  not  a  kind  of  demand  upon  us,  to  in- 
cerpofe,  and  avert  if  poffible,  the  fatal  confluences 
to  which  they  are  rendered  liable,  by  ferving  the 
community  with  their  labours,  and  gaining  an  hondfc 
livelihood  ?  Nay,  is  knot  our  interefi ,  as  well  as  duty* 
to  replace  them,  if  poffible,  in  their  fphere  of  ufe- 
fulnefs,  that  they  may  again  work  for  their  wives 
and  families ;  whereby  thefe  may  be  fnatched  from 
immediate  mifery  and  want,  and  the  community  be 
relieved  from  an  expensive  burden  ? 

Such  eftablifhments  as  ours  intend  alfoa^^ra/ be¬ 
nefit.  Bufmefs  or  pleafure,  or  fome  unforefeen  caufe, 
expofes  every  man,  either  in  his  own  perfon  or  in  his 
connections,  to  accidents  by  water.  In  other  cafes 
our  ftation  in  life  may  be  fo  different,  and  fo  re¬ 
mote  from  the  party  we  alfift,  that  it  may  become 
impoflible  for  us  ever  to  partake  of  any  other 
benefit  from  our  donations,  than  the  pleafure  of 
doing  good  ;  but  every  man  living  is  expofed 
to  the  accidents  we  are  attempting  to  avert,  either 
in  his  own  perfon  or  connexions,  without  any  ex¬ 
emption  from  age,  fex,  or  fortune  :  and  he  may 
owe  his  own  preservation,  or  the  prefervation 
of  fome  one  11  ill  dearer  to  him,  to  that  inftitution 
he  patronized  from  a  motive  of  public  utility. 
So  that  it  ought  to  be  confidered  as  a  kind  of  sin- 
furance  of  life  rather  than  an  affair  of  charity  5 
as  an  affociation  againft  thofe  calamities  which  are 
common  to  us,. all.  And  when  it  fhall  become  ex- 
ten  five,  numbers  will  doubtlefs  have  caufe  to  re¬ 
joice,  that  while  they  have  been  infdumental  in 
laving  others ,  their  own,  or  the  lives  of  their 
deareft  relations,  perhaps  of  their  children,  whofe 
heedlefa  and  adventurous  fpirits  are  expoffng  them 
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to  perpetual  dangers,  have  by  thefe  means  been 
protraded  for  years.  How  many  a  parent  is  hourly 
fubjed  to  the  danger  of  feeing  a  fprightly,  thought- 
lefs  Ion,  brought  home  to  him  a  breathlefs  corpfe  ! 
What  would  they  not  give  at  that  indant  for  the 
mod  didant  hopes  of  recovery ! 

But  the  Inditutions  formed  upon  the  Plan,  and  for 
purpofes  like  ours,  fpeak  with  peculiar  energy  to  the 
fined  feelings  of  the  human  heart.  Death  is  univer- 
fally  dreaded  as  an  evil,  and  thofe  edablifhments 
which  have  for  their  object  the  healing  of  difeafes, 
and  redoration  to  vigorous  ,adive  life,  have  judly 
been  ranked  amongd  the  mod  benevolent  and 
ufeful  5  but  fudden  death,  by  fome  fatal  difader,  ag¬ 
gravates  the  droke.  It  is  refented  as  a  dreadful 
robbery  which  accident  has  committed  ;  and  we  la¬ 
ment  the  vidim  as  cruelly  and  unguardedly  dript  in 
a  moment,  of  the  bleflings  he  had  the  profped  of 
enjoying  for  a  feries  of  years.  If  there  be,  to  every 
good  man,  a  fecret  pleafure  in  performing  ads  of 
common  beneficence,  in  being  of  cold  utility  to 
his  fellow-creatures,  how  mud  his  heart  glow  with 
fatisfadion,  where  he  has  been  indrumental  in  re- 
doring  to  the  joyful  arms  of  relatives  and  friends, 
a  parent,  a  child,  a  brother  or  an  intimate,  at  the 
indant  they  are  deploring  his  lofs  with  inexpreflible 
anguifh  !  We  have  too  favourable  an  opinion  of 
the  human  heart,  to  fufped  that  any  one  who  calls 
himfelf  a  Chridian,  or  a  Man,  would  refufe  to  pare 
with  a  much  larger  fum,  than  that  for  which  we  fo- 
Jicit,  in  order  to  extricate  a  fellow-creature,  were  he  to 
behold  him  druggling  with  the  agonies  of  death  ; 
or  were  he  enabled  by  it  to  prefent  a  father  to  the 
fatherlefs,  a  hufband  to  the  widow,  and  a  living 
child  to  the  bofom  of  its  didraded  parents !  And 
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furely,  it  requires  no  great  exertion  of  the  imagina¬ 
tion  to  paint  this  affecting  fcene  in  fuch  colours,  as 
to  induce  every  man,  who  makes  the  fmalleft  preten¬ 
tions  to  benevolence,  to  concur  with  us  in  fo  pleaf- 
ing,  fo  delightful,  fo  godlike  a  dcfign  !

Mr.  Nelham,  journeyman  to  Mr.  Hales ,  apothe~ 
cary,  at  Limeboufe ,  who  was  inflrumental  in  the 
recovery  of  Captain  Scotty  (fee  Cafe  V.)  acquainted 
Us  by  a  fetter,  that  on  Saturday ,  December  24,  1 774, 
about  five  o’clock  in  the  evening,  Edward ,  the  fon 
of  Mr.  John  hloane%  tallow-chandler,  of  Limeboufe * 
a  child  aged  feven  years,  fell  into  the  Thames  at  the 
time  of  high-water,  a  little  below  Limeboufe- bri  dge  % 
that  he  was  under  the  water  about  a  quarter  of  an 
hour*  and  was  taken  up  to  all  appearance  dead;  but 
by  the  application  of  the  methods  recommended  by 
the  Society,  he  was  happily  reflored. 

This  general  account  induced  feveral  gentlemen. 
Directors  in  the  Society,  to  go  down  to  Limeboufe , 
and  make  a  particular  enquiry  upon  the  fpot. 
Moft  of  the  parties  concerned  in  this  intereffing 
event  were  afTembled  at  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Roane * 
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the  happy  and  grateful  father  of  the  lad  ;  and  from 
them  we  gathered  the  following  circumftances : 

As  the  boy  was  running  along  the  edge  of  a 
lighter,  where  he  had  been  fome  time  at  play  by 
himfelf,  his  foot  flipped,  and  he  fell  into  the  water. 
Providentially  Mrs.  Taylor,  the  wife  of  a  cheefe- 
monger,  law  him  fall  in  from  the  back  part  of 
her  houfe,  which  commands  a  view  of  the  Thames. 
She  immediately  ran  round  by  feveral  houfes  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  parents  with  the  accident.  Mr.  Hoane , 
the  father,  ran  to  the  place,  but  could  fee  no  traces 
of  the  child ;  nor  was  any  perfon  near  to  give  the 
leaft  afliltance.  He  returned  into  his  houfe  to  take 
care  of  his  wife,  whofe  diflradted  date  of  mind  was 
ib  great  at  the  misfortune,  that  it  was  with  difficulty 
fhe  was  prevented  from  jumping  into  the  river  in 
fearch  of  her  boy.  The  alarm  of  this  diflrefied 
family  brought  a  concourfe  of  people  about  their 
habitation.  Amongfl  others,  Mr.  Watfon,  a  gla¬ 
zier,  in  the  neighbourhood,  went  with  the  father  to 
the  lighter,  but  could  not  yet  perceive  any  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  child.  In  the  midft  of  this  confufion, 
William  Moult ,  a  waterman,  came  from  th t  Surry 
fide  of  the  river,  and  was  going  to  fallen  his  boat 
at  the  adjacent  flairs  *  but  hearing  the  father  bewail 
the  lofs  of  his  child,  he  rowed  up  to  the  place,  and 
being  informed  of  the  accident,  he  jumped  into  the 
lighter,  and  began  to  feel  with  his  boat-hook  along 
the  fide  of  the  veflel,  to  the  depth  of  eight  or  nine 
fe  t  of  water,  proceeding  from  the  head  of  the  barge 
to  the  flern.  He  fays  he  believes  he  was  full  ten 
minutes  before  he  found  the  body,  lying  clofe  by 
the  chain  that  moors  the  barge  in  the  river,  which 
feemed  to  flop  it  from  being  carried  into  the  flream. 
He  dre'.y  the  boy  up  by  means  of  the  boat-hook, 
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in  fuch  a  diredtion  that  Mr.  Taylor  was  able  to  lay 
hold  of  his  leg,  and  take  him  out  of  the  water. 

The  parties  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion  that  the 
body  muft  have  lain  at  lead  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
in  the  water ;  and  this  minute  detail  of  circumftances 
feems  fufficiently  to  authenticate  the  fuppofition. 

Mr.  Watfon  informed  us  that  he  carried  the  boy 
acrofs  his  arm  into  the  houfe ;  that  he  was  quite 
cold  ;  and  that  his  limbs  and  every  part  of  his  body 
were  extremely  flexible  ;  that  he  did  not  breathe, 
nor  were  there  any  other  flgns  which  gave  them 
reafon  to  hope  he  was  alive.  They  firft  rolled  him 
gently  upon  a  cafk,  and  then  fent  for  Mr.  Hales, 
the  apothecary.  This  gentleman  ordered  the  wet 
clothes  to  be  taken  off,  and  the  body  to  be  wrapped 
in  warm  blankets  and  rubbed  with  fait.  Mr.  Hales 
flaid  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  when  fome  con- 
fiderable  flgns  of  returning  life  appeared,  fuch  as  a 
general  warmth  of  the  body,  fighing,  groans,  and 
a  convulfive  working  of  the  bowels.  Upon  his 
departure  he  fent  Mr.  Nelham ,  who  continued  in 
the  ufe  of  fimilar  methods  for  fome  time.  He 
ordered  alfo  the  mouth  to  be  forced  open  (for  his 
teeth  were  flill  firmly  fixed)  and  blew  down  his 
throat  with  a  pair  of  bellows.  Though  the  flgns  of 
life  gradually  increafed,  yet  it  was  two  hours  before 
he  was  able  to  fpeak  or  cry  out.  They  now  put 
him  to  bed,  and  he  continued  dozing  ’till  three 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  when  he  returned  perfectly 
to  his  fenfes. 

The  boy  appeared  before  the  gentlemen.  He 
was,  according  to  his  parents  account,  much  paler, 
and  feemed  to  have  lefs  fpirits  than  before  the  acci¬ 
dent,  but  was  free  from  every  complaint.  There 
was  no  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  nor  difficulty  of 
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Dreathing,  effects  which  generally  continue  for  fome 
days  after  fuch  accidents ;  but  he  bled  frequently  at 
the  nofe  for  two  or  three  fucceeding  days. 

William  Mcult ,  the  waterman,  had  the  generofity 
to  refufe  receiving  any  prefent  from  the  parent  of  the 
boy,  as  he  happened  to  be  a  neighbour  and  ac¬ 
quaintance  ;  but  we  thought  it  incumbent  upon  us 
to  reward  the  perfon  who  had  been  the  immediate 
caufe  of  the  child’s  fafety,  notwithftanding  he  had 
not  made  any  application  for  the  offered  premium. 
Mr.  Nelbam  alfo  was  fatisfaflorily  rewarded.

We  fliall  take  the  liberty  to  infert  the  following 
letter,  addreffed  to  the  Treafurer  by  Mr.  Midford , 
of  Blirr-ftrect ,  Eaft-Smithfield ,  a  Medical  A  (Man  t 
to  the  Society.  For  although  the  Cafe  itfelf  is  in 
no  refpecff  remarkable,  as  it  does  not  appear  from 
the  accounts  given  us  by  the  perfons  concerned  in 
affording  her  afiiftance,  that  the  girl  was  totally  in¬ 
capable  of  vital  motion,  notwithftanding  fhe  was  for 
a  time  deprived  of  her  fenfes  ;  yet  it  mud  jnfpire 
every  benevolent  bread  with  pleafure  to  be  informed 
of  fo  narrow  an  efcape  of  a  fellow- creature  from 
fuch  imminent  danger:  and  as  we  have  fujtably  re- 
compenfed  the  perfons  a fh fling,  we  hope  that  the 
prolpedt  of  a  reward  will,  in  all  cafes,  be  fufficient 
to  induce  watermen  and  others  to  give  the  earlieft 
afiiftance,  fhould  not  a  principle  of  humanity  be 
fu/Hciently  powerful.

<£  1  am  happy  in  informing  you  the  four  under¬ 
mentioned  perfons  were  laft  night  the  means  of  pre- 
l'frving  the  life  of  a  young  woman,  who  in  her  way 
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home  from  feeing  her  friends,  by  miftake  Walked 
into  the  ‘Thames  at  Par  Jons'  s  Stairs :  one  of  the  men 
heard  her  fall,  and  called  for  a  light,  which  being 
immediately  procured,  they  faw  her  cloak  floating, 
and  were  foon  able  to  get  her  up.  The  men  fay 
fhe  was' under  water  two  or  three  minutes*  When 
I  got  to  the  public  houfe  into  which  fhe  was  taken* 
I  found  her  fitting  on  a  bench  by  the  fire,  fupported 
by  one  of  the  men  ;  the  pulfe  at  the  wrift  was  juft 
perceptible.  Upon  applying  a  bottle  of  volatile 
fpirits  to  her  noftrils,  and  pouring  fome  of  the 
fame,  mixed  with  water,  down  her  throat,  fhe  was 
foon  able  to  fpeak,  and  foon  after  went  home  in  a 
coach.  Upon  the  ftridteft  examination  it  appears, 
this  woman  would  certainly  have  perifhed,  but  for 
the  timely  afliftance  of  thefe  men  ^  the  hope  of 
reward  rendering  them  upon  thefe  occafions  remark- 
abfy  induftrious.  I  apprehend  you  will  fee  it  ne- 
ceflary  to  make  them  fome  acknowledgment,  in 
order  to  excite  their  diligence  :  the  preventing  the 
death  of  a  fellow-creature  being  cf  as  great  moment 
to  the  Society  as  a  recovery.
